Gentlemen:  In  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  Mississippi  Department  of  Archives  and  History,  adopted 
March  15,  1902,  I have  the  honor  to  submit  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  the  fifth  annual  report  of  the  Department  for  the  fiscal 
year  1906. 

Before  taking  up  the  details  of  the  various  activities  of  the 
Department  for  the  current  year,  I beg  leave  to  submit  a brief 
summary  of  work  accomplished  since  March  15,  1902,  when  the 
historical  work  of  the  State  was  inaugurated. 

While  the  people  of  Mississippi  have,  from  territorial  days, 
felt  the  importance  of  preserving  historical  materials,  it  was  not 
until  1902,  during  the  session  of  the  Legislature  of  that  year, 
that  the  plan  of  State  control  and  direction  of  historical  work 
took  practical  shape,  which  was  accomplished  by  the  passage  of 
a law  creating  the  Mississippi  Department  of  Archives  and  His- 
tory. Even  at  that  time,  the  idea  that  it  was  the  State’s  duty 
to  preserve  its  history  for  posterity  was  regarded  as  the  visionary 
thought  of  an  idealist.  There  was,  however,  sufficient  faith  in 
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the  proposition  to  give  it  a trial;  and,  if  it  succeeded,  it  was  the 
purpose  of  the  Legislature  to  sustain  it  and  make  the  work  a per- 
manent part  of  the  State  Government. 

The  Act  which  created  the  Historical  Department  was  ap- 
proved February  26,  1902,  and  the  work  was  organized  March 
14  following.  What  had  been  regarded  as  a visionary  scheme, 
when  put  into  operation,  proved  to  be  a practical  plan  for  pre- 
serving important  State  interests,  and  before  the  end  of  the  first 
year  a wholesome  public  interest  in  the  Department  had  been 
created,  which  soon  gave  it  a firm  position  in  popular  favor. 


Summary  of  Work,  1902-1906. 

The  actual  work  of  the  Department  was  begun  March  24,  1902, 
and  the  first  report  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  was  made  October 
3d  following.  During  that  period  of  six  months  the  historical 
archives  were  collected  from  all  kinds  and  conditions  of  storage 
places  about  the  old  Capitol,  a tentative  classification  was  made, 
and  the  entire  collection  carefully  boxed  for  removal  when  the 
new  Capitol  should  be  ready  for  occupation  by  the  State  Govern- 
ment. 

No  adequate  provision  had  ever  been  made  for  the  preserva- 
tion of  the  archives  of  the  State  not  in  daily  use;  neglect  and 
confusion  were  the  prevailing  conditions,  and  access  to  docu- 
mentary materials  prior  to  1870,  either  for  business  or  historical 
purposes,  was  impossible.  These  conditions  had  to  be  met,  and 
the  remedy  was  to  establish  order  and  system  where  disorder  and 
confusion  had  held  sway  for  a century.  This  was  the  problem 
in  the  beginning,  and  it  was  not  easily  solved.  It  was  a difficult 
matter  to  systematize  a work  that  had  been  accumulating  for  a 
hundred  years,  to  replace  neglect  by  care,  and  collect  from  many 
and  varied  sources,  materials  without  which,  the  work  could  never 
have  been  perfected.  But  these  conditions  were  practically 
overcome  during  the  first  year,  and  that  time  may  be  properly 
termed  a period  of  organization. 

One.  of  the  most  important  activities  of  the  first  year  was  the 
discovery  and  preservation  of  the  Mississippi  Confederate 
archives,  which  have  made  possible  a correct  history  of  the  part 
Mississippi  troops  took  in  the  war  between  the  States. 
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The  publication  and  distribution  of  the  first  annual  report  of 
the  Department,  soon  after  its  organization,  was  largely  instru- 
mental in  popularizing  the  new  work.  The  people  were  not  long 
in  realizing  the  importance  of  preserving  the  State’s  history,  and 
they  soon  began  to  feel  that  government  support  and  encour- 
agement of  local  history  was  the  surest  means  of  creating  a 
wholesome  public  spirit,  which  the  study  of  history  always  pro- 
motes. 

Work  of  1903. 

Next  to  the  preservation  of  original  historical  materials,  mak- 
ing them  accessible  to  the  public  by  publication  is  of  the  greatest 
importance.  The  second  year  was,  therefore,  devoted  to  the 
preparation  and  diffusion  of  knowledge  in  reference  to  the  his- 
tory of  the  State.  It  was  provided  in  the  law  of  establishment 
that  there  should  be  prepared  and  published  every  four  years, 
beginning  with  1904,  an  Official  and  Statistical  Register  of  Mis- 
sissippi, and  the  year  1903  was  largely  devoted  to  the  prepara- 
tion of  that  work.  Another  important  activity  of  the  year  was 
the  proposal  of  a measure  for  the  publication,  by  the  National 
Government,  of  a “Roster  of  the  Officers  and  Enlisted  Men  of 
the  Union  and  Confederate  Armies,”  which  was  adopted  and 
provided  for  February  25,  1903.  This  important  measure  in- 
sures the  publication  of  a work  which  has  no  parallel  in  the  offi- 
cial military  literature  of  the  world.  Each  Southern  State  is 
actively  engaged  in  the  task  of  making  the  work  complete,  and 
Mississippi,  as  the  leader  in  the  movement,  has  collected  and 
furnished  the  largest  number,  so  far,  of  original  manuscript 
rosters  of  Confederate  soldiers. 

What  has  proven  to  be  one  of  the  most  popular  and  interesting 
activities  of  the  Historical  Department,  and  one  from  which  the 
public  generally  derives  much  pleasure,  is  the  establishment  of  a 
Hall  of  Fame,  in  which  are  being  collected  portraits  of  distin- 
guished Mississippians.  The  plan  was  formulated  and  submitted 
to  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  1902,  but  it  was  not  until  1903  that 
it  was  put  into  practical  operation.  The  educational  value  of 
this  special  feature  has  already  been  widely  acknowledged,  and 
it  is  proving  to  be  a potent  force  in  developing  State  pride  and 
patriotism. 
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Work  of  1904. 

The  appropriation  for  the  year  1902-1903  for  the  establish- 
ment and  maintenance  of  the  Historical  Department  was  $5,500, 
or  $2,750  for  each  year.  The  Legislature,  at  the  January  session 
of  1904,  increased  the  appropriation  for  1904-1905  to  $10,200, 
or  $4,500  for  1904  and  $5,600  for  1905.  The  increased  appropri- 
ations were  given  for  maintenance  and  the  publication  of  the 
sources  of  Mississippi  history,  beginning  in  1905. 

The  classification  of  the  official  archives  had  been  conducted 
with  such  satisfactory  progress  that  the  Legislature  appropriated 
$1,000  to  begin  the  work  of  publication.  This  was  a distinct 
advance  along  the  lines  of  logical  development,  and  a most  grat- 
ifying evidence  of  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  to  foster  the 
historical  work  of  the  State. 

The  Official  and  Statistical  Register  of  Mississippi,  the  manu- 
script of  which  had  been  prepared  the  previous  year,  was  received 
from  the  State  printers  during  1904  and  was  rapidly  distributed. 
The  Register  was  well  received  and  was  regarded  as  a good  begin- 
ning of  the  publishing  activities  of  the  Department.  (For  crit- 
icisms by  Dr.  Albert  Bushnell  Hart  and  others  on  the  Official 
and  Statistical  Register  of  Mississippi,  see  Fourth  Annual 
Report.) 

Work  0}  1905 . 

While  it  is  true  that  the  modern  method  of  historical  work  has 
its  basis  in  the  use  of  original  documents,  in  manuscript  form,  it 
must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  way  to  make  such  historical 
sources  accessible  to  the  public  is  to  publish  them.  As  manu- 
scripts they  are  accessible  only  to  a small  number  of  historical 
students;  as  printed  matter  they  become  widely  distributed, 
and  serve  to  direct  attention  to  the  importance  and  value  of  the 
diffusion  of  knowledge  relating  to  the  growth  of  local  government 
in  the  States  of  the  Union.  One  of  the  chief  activities  of  the 
Historical  Department  during  1905  was  the  preparation,  for  pub- 
lication, of  the  first  volume  of  the  series  of  Mississippi  Territorial 
Archives,  dealing  with  the  organization  of  the  Mississippi  Ter- 
ritory and  the  administrations  of  Winthrop  Sargent  and 
W.  C.  C.  Claiborne,  the  first  Governors  of  the  Territory. 

It  was  during  this  year  that  two  very  gratifying  incidents 
occurred,  which  indicated  that  the  work  of  Mississippi  along 
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historical  lines  was  being  watched  with  interest  and  approval  by- 
other  States.  The  first  was  the  invitation  of  the  Tennessee 
Legislature  to  deliver  an  address  before  a joint  session  of  the  two 
Houses  on  “The  Mississippi  Plan  for  the  Preservation  of  State 
Archives;”  the  other  was  the  generous  resolution  of  the  American 
Historical  Association,  at  its  Chicago  meeting,  commending  and 
endorsing  the  work  of  the  Department  and  urging  other  States 
to  adopt  the  same  plan  for  the  development  of  historical  work. 

This  brief  summary  brings  the  report  down  to  the  current 
year,  which  begins  with  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 

Minutes  of  ike  Fifth  Meeting  of  ike  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Mississippi  Department  of 
Archives  and  History  met,  on  call  of  the  President,  in  the  Hall 
of  History,  Thursday,  November  2,  1905,  with  the  following 
members  present:  Gen.  Stephen  D.  Lee,  Prof.  J.  R.  Preston, 
Prof.  J.  M.  White,  Prof.  G.  H.  Brunson,  Bishop  Charles  B.  Gal- 
loway and  Dr.  Edward  Mayes. 

The  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  should  have  been 
held  during  the  first  week  in  October,  but,  by  order  of  the  Pres- 
ident, it  was  postponed  on  account  of  the  great  difficulty  of 
traveling,  a condition  caused  by  the  prevalence  of  yellow  fever 
in  the  Southern  part  of  the  State. 

The  Board  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  Gen.  Stephen 
D.  Lee,  after  which  the  following  proceedings  were  had,  to  wit: 

On  motion  of  Bishop  Galloway,  the  annual  administrative  and 
financial  report  of  the  Director  was  submitted,  discussed,  ap- 
proved and  ordered  printed  in  an  edition  of  1,000  copies. 

The  official  terms  as  members  of  the  Board  of  Gen.  Stephen 
D.  Lee,  Prof.  J.  R.  Preston  and  Prof.  J.  M.  White  expiring  Jan- 
uary 1,  1906,  the  election  of  their  successors  was  in  order.  After 
all  members  present  had  voted  and  the  vote  had  been  counted 
it  was  announced  that  General  Lee,  Professor  Preston  and  Pro- 
fessor White  were  re-elected  members  of  the  Board  for  a term  of 
six  years,  beginning  January  1,  1906,  and  the  Secretary  was 
instructed  to  send  in  the  names  of  the  members-elect  to  the  Jan- 
uary meeting  of  the  Senate  for  confirmation. 
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On  motion  of  Bishop  Galloway,  General  Lee  was  re-elected 
President  of  the  Board  for  a term  of  two  years,  beginning  Jan- 
uary 1,  1906. 

The  Secretary  was  requested  to  invite  the  descendants  of 
George  S.  Yerger,  Edward  McGehee  and  D.  L.  Phares  to  place 
oil  portraits  of  these  distinguished  Mississippians  in  the  Hall  of 
Fame. 

The  following  resolutions  were  offered  by  General  Lee  and  were 
unanimously  adopted: 

“Whereas,  The  National  Government  has,  in  complying  with  the 
resolution  of  Congress,  returned  to  the  State  of  Mississippi  certain  battle- 
flags  carried  by  Mississippi  Confederate  troops  during  the  war  between 
the  States,  which  have  been  in  the  custody  of  the  War  Department  at 
Washington  since  the  surrender  at  Appomattox,  and  which  have  been 
placed  for  permanent  preservation  in  the  care  of  the  Mississippi  Depart- 
ment of  Archives  and  History;  therefore,  be  it”S 

^iResolved,  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Mississippi  Department  of 
Archives  and  History,  That  the  action  of  the  Federal  Government  in 
returning  the  battle-scarred  emblems  of  the  heroism  of  the  Confederate 
soldiers  of  ^Mississippi  to  the  State  is  hereby  commended  and  endorsed  as 
a timely  and  generous  recognition  of  the  truth  that  both  sides  in  the 
great  controversy  which  culminated  in  the  war  of  1861—65  were  animated 
by  the  purest  and  loftiest  patriotism.  ^ 

$ Resolved,  That  we  accept  the  returned  battle-flags  as  an  offering  of 
peace  and  good  will,  which  shall  in  future  remind  coming  generations 
not  only  of  the  heroic  courage  of  the  Confederate  soldier,  but  also  of  the 
generous  and  patriotic  spiritwhich  prompted  the  return.” 

On  motion  of  Professor  Preston,  General  Lee,  Bishop  Gallo- 
way, Dr.  Mayes  and  Dr.  Rowland  were  made  members  of  the 
portrait  committee  for  a term  of  two  years. 

Prof.  Preston  then  presented  to  the  Historical  Department, 
for  its  museum,  the  skull  and  other  skeleton  remains  of  a Natchez 
Indian,  which  had  been  excavated  near  Kingston,  in  Adams 
County.  He  also  presented,  in  behalf  of  Mr.  Henry  B.  Vaughn, 
of  Adams  County,  a brick  from  what  is  reputed  to  be  the  oldest 
Protestant  church  in  Mississippi,  the  ruins  of  which  are  in 
Kingston,  Adams  County. 

After  a general  discussion  of  the  gratifying  reception  which 
the  historical  work  of  the  State  was  receiving,  at  home  and 
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abroad,  the  Board  adjourned,  to  meet  the  first  week  in  October, 
1906,  on  a day  to  be  fixed  by  the  President.

Visit  to  Washington. 

It  has  always  been  my  custom,  during  December  of  each  year, 
since  the  beginning  of  the  work  of  compiling  the  Union  and  Con- 
federate Roster,  to  visit  Washington  in  the  interest  of  that  under- 
taking. During  these  visits  I have  also  thoroughly  acquainted 
myself  with  the  progress  of  history  preservation  as  conducted  by 
the  various  departments  of  the  National  Government. 

In  my  previous  reports  I have  described  the  progress  which 
has  been  made  by  the  Department  in  collecting  materials  for  the 
Roster,  and  of  the  War  Department  in  the  work  of  compilation. 
The  preparation  of  the  Roster  for  publication  is  progressing  in  a 
most  satisfactory  manner.  The  Mississippi  materials  have  been 
carefully  compiled  as  they  were  sent  in  from  time  to  time,  but 
the  roll  has  been  left  open  so  that  other  names  may  be  added. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  Ford,  Chief  of  the  Manuscript 
Division  of  the  National  Library,  I was  given  the  opportunity  of 
examining  the  private  and  official  papers  of  Gen.  Andrew  Jack- 
son,  which  have  been  presented  to  the  Library  by  Mr.  Mont- 
gomery Blair,  of  Washington.  The  purpose  of  the  investigation 
was  to  locate  and  gather  data  relative  to  the  military  service  of 
Mississippi  troops  in  the  campaigns  of  General  Jackson  which 
culminated  in  the  battle  of  New  Orleans.  The  search  resulted 
in  the  location  of  many  valuable  documents,  such  as  military 
orders  and  correspondence,  rolls,  morning  reports,  and  a miscel- 
laneous collection  of  letters  dealing  with  general  conditions  in 
Mississippi  Territory.  This  valuable  collection  is  now  being  * 
used  in  the  preparation  of  a biography  of  General  Jackson. 

Baltimore  Meeting  of  the  American  Historical  Association. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Historical  Association 
for  1905  was  held  in  Baltimore,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Johns 
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Hopkins  University.  The  city  of  Washington  also  took  part  in 
entertaining  the  Association,  the  last  day  of  the  meeting  being 
held  in  the  National  Library. 

On  the  way  from  Baltimore  to  Washington  the  Association 
stopped  at  Annapolis  for  the  purpose  of  making  a pilgrimage  to 
the  old  Capitol  building,  where  Washington  resigned  the  com- 
mand of  the  Continental  Army,  and  also  of  visiting  the  United 
States  Naval  Academy.  A reception  was  given  the  Association 
by  Governor  Warfield  in  the  room  where  General  Washington’s 
resignation  was  tendered. 

During  this  meeting  of  the  American  Historical  Association  it 
was  my  pleasure  to  submit  a paper  on  the  Spanish  Archives  of 
the  Natchez  District,  and  as  an  evidence  of  the  high  appreciation 
of  the  manner  in  which  Mississippi  was  preserving  its  records  the 
Association  gave  the  State  representation  on  the  National  Public 
Archives  Commission,  which  is  conducting  an  investigation  into 
the  condition,  extent  and  character  of  the  public  records  of  every 
State  in  the  Union. 

Fourth  Annual  Report. 

The  Fourth  Annual  Report  of  the  Department,  which  was  sub- 
mitted to  the  Board  November  2,  1905,  was  at  once  sent  to  the 
public  printers  and  published  in  time  to  be  placed  in  the  hands 
of  all  members  of  the  Legislature  two  weeks  before  they  assem- 
bled in  the  following  January.  By  this  means  the  Legislature 
was  fully  advised  of  the  work  of  the  Department  and  its  needs. 
This  departure  from  the  usual  method  of  transmittal  was  favor- 
ably received  by  the  Legislature,  and  it  will  be  the  future  policy 
of  the  Department  to  continue  the  distribution  of  its  reports  in 
advance  of  the  session  whenever  it  is  possible  to  do  so. 

The  prompt  publication  and  distribution  of  the  annual  reports 
have  given  wide  publicity  to  the  development  of  the  historical 
work  of  the  State,  and  have  materially  aided  in  gaining  the 
attention  of  historical  students  throughout  the  United  States. 

Changes  in  Law  Creating  Department  Recommended  by  Code  Com- 
mission of  1905. 

The  Legislature,  by  an  Act  approved  March  19,  1904,  provided 
for  the  appointment,  by  the  Governor,  of  a commission  com- 
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posed  of  three  competent  persons,  one  from  each  Supreme  Court 
district,  to  revise,  arrange,  and  classify  all  the  general  statute 
laws  of  the  State  into  one  code.  In  accordance  with  the  terms 
of  the  law,  Governor  Vardaman  appointed  Hon.  T.  C.  Catchings 
from  the  First  District,  Hon.  W.  H.  Hardy  from  the  Second  Dis- 
trict and  Chief  Justice  A.  H.  Whitfield  from  the  Third  District. 

The  Code,  as  revised  by  the  Commission,  was  submitted,  as 
the  law  required,  to  each  member  of  the  Legislature  three 
months  before  the  session  of  1906. 

During  the  course  of  the  work  of  revision  I was  requested  by 
the  Commission  to  submit,  for  adoption  or  rejection,  any  changes 
or  additions  which  might  be  deemed  advantageous  after  a prac- 
tical experience  of  three  years  under  the  original  law.  I com- 
plied with  the  request  of  the  Commission,  and  while  none  of  the 
fundamentals  of  the  law  were  changed  by  the  Legislature,  a 
number  of  details  were  modified  and  some  new  features  added. 

In  order  that  a complete  record  of  these  changes  may  be  kept 
in  these  reports,  it  is  deemed  necessary  to  incorporate,  at  this 
place,  the  original  law,  the  present  law  and  the  differences  between 
them. 

Original  Law  of  1902. 

Chapter  52.  S.  B.  No.  26. 

An  Act  to  establish  a State  Department  of  Archives  and  His- 
tory under  the  auspices  of  the  Mississippi  Historical  Society, 
to  prescribe  its  functions  and  duties,  and  for  the  issuing  of  future 
publications  of  the  Mississippi  Historical  Society. 

Department  of  Archives  and  History  Created ; Objects  and  Purposes  of 

Same. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Mis- 
sissippi, That  there  be  established  for  the  State  of  Mississippi 
and  under  the  auspices  of  the  Mississippi  Historical  Society  a de- 
partment of  archives  and  history  to  be  located  in  the  State  Cap- 
itol in  the  apartments  to  be  set  aside  for  its  use  by  the  Govern- 
ment ; and  the  objects  and  purposes  of  the  said  Department  are 
the  care  and  custody  of  official  archives,  the  collecting  of  mate- 
rials bearing 'upon  the  history  of  the  State  and  of  the  territory 
included  therein  from  the  earliest  times,  the  editing  of  official 
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records  and  other  historical  materials,  the  diffusion  of  knowl- 
edge in  reference  to  the  history  and  resources  of  this  State,  the 
encouragement  of  historical  work  and  research  and  the  per- 
formance of  such  other  acts  and  requirements  as  may  be  en- 
joined by  law. 

Trustees  of  the  Department;  to  Control  the  Same ; How  Chosen;  Terms  of 

Vacancies,  How  Filled;  Meetings  of;  Actual  Expenses  Paid;  May  Pre- 
scribe Rules  and  Elect  the  Director  and  other  Officials. 

Sec.  2.  (1)  That  the  said  Department  shall  be  under  the  con- 
trol of  nine  Trustees  chosen  from  the  membership  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi Historical  Society.  (2)  That  the  present  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Mississippi  Historical  Society  shall  constitute 
the  first  Board  of  Trustees.  (3)  That  immediately  after  as- 
sembling in  response  to  a call  of  the  President  the  said  Board  of 
Trustees  shall  be  equally  divided  by  lot  into  three  classes.  The 
term  of  service  of  the  first  class  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  two 
years ; of  the  second  class  at  the  end  of  four  years ; of  the  third 
class  at  the  end  of  six  years,  the  beginning  of  the  several  terms  of 
service  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act  to  be  January  1,  1902.  (4) 

That  the  Board  shall  have  the  power  and  authority  to  fill  all 
vacancies  occurring  therein,  whether  by  expiration  of  term  of 
service  or  by  death  or  resignation,  but  the  names  of  all  newly 
elected  members  shall  be  communicated  to  the  next  ensuing 
session  of  the  State  Senate  for  confirmation,  and  in  case  it  shall 
reject  any  of  the  said  newly  elected  Trustees  it  shall  proceed 
forthwith  to  fill  the  vacancy  or  vacancies  by  an  election.  (5) 
That  all  Trustees  chosen  to  succeed  the  present  members  or 
their  successors  whose  respective  terms  shall  have  fully  expired, 
shall  serve  for  a term  of  six  years,  and  appointees  to  fill  vacancies 
by  death  or  resignation  shall  serve  only  the  unexpired  terms  of 
their  predecessors.  (6)  That  the  said  Board  of  Trustees  shall 
hold  at  the  State  Capitol  at  least  one  regular  meeting  during  the 
year,  and  as  many  special  meetings  as  may  be  necessary,  and  at 
said  meetings  five  members  shall  constitute  a quorum.  (7)  The 
Director  hereinafter  provided  shall  be  Secretary  of  the  Board. 
(8)  The  Trustees  shall  receive  no  compensation  for  their  services 
other  than  the  amount  of  their  necessary  expenses  actually 
paid  out  while  in  attendance  on  the  meetings  of  the  Board  or 


the  business  of  the  Department.  (9)  The  said  Board  is  empow- 
ered to  adopt  rules  for  its  own  government  and  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  Department;  to  elect  a Director,  and  to  provide 
for  the  selection  or  appointment  of  other  officials  or  employes,  as 
may  be  authorized ; and  to  do  and  perform  such  other  acts  and 
things  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  true  intent  and  pur- 
poses of  this  Act. 

Director  of  Department;  Term  of  Office,  Duties  and  Powers;  Must  take 

Oath  of  Office. 

Sec.  3.  (1)  That  the  Department  shall  be  under  the  immediate 
management  and  control  of  a Director,  to  be  elected  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  whose  term  of  service  shall  be  six  years,  and  until  his 
successor  is  elected  and  qualified.  (2)  He  shall  take  an  oath  of 
office  as  do  other  public  officials,  and  shall  be  commissioned  in 
like  manner.  (3)  He  shall  devote  his  time  to  the  work  of  the 
Department,  using  his  best  endeavor  to  develop  and  build  it  up, 
so  as  to  carry  out  the  design  of  its  creation.  (4)  He  shall  have 
the  control  and  direction  of  the  work  and  operations  of  the  said 
Department  and  shall  preserve  its  collection,  care  for  the  official 
archives  that  may  come  into  its  custody,  collect  as  far  as  possible 
all  materials  bearing  upon  the  history  of  the  State  and  the  Ter- 
ritory included  therein  from  the  earliest  times,  prepare  the  official 
registers  hereinafter  provided  and  diffuse  knowledge  in  refer- 
ence to  the  history  and  resources  of  the  State.  (5)  That  he  shall 
direct  the  future  work  of  the  Mississippi  Historical  Commission 
of  which  he  shall  be  ex  officio  chairman. 

State  and  County  Officials  Empowered  to  turn  over  all  Records  to  Director 
5®  not  in  Current  use;  Director  may  Certify  Copies  of  Same. 

Sec.  4.  That  any  State,  county  or  other  official  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and  empowered  in  his  discretion  to  turn  over  to  the 
Department  for  permanent  preservation  therein  any  official 
books,  records,  documents,  original  papers,  newspaper  files,  and 
printed  books  not  in  current  use  in  their  offices.  When  so  sur- 
rendered copies  therefrom  shall  be  made  and  certified  by  the 
Director  upon  the  application  of  any  person  interested,  which 
certification  shall  have  all  the  force  and  effect  as  if  made  by  the 
officer  originally  in  the  custody  of  them  and  for  which  the  same 
fees  shall  be  charged,  to  be  collected  in  advance. 
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Official  and  Statistical  Register  to  be  Compiled  by  Director ; What  to  Contain. 

Sec.  5.  That  an  official  and  statistical  register  of  the  State  of 
Mississippi  shall  be  compiled  by  the  Director  after  each  general 
election  to  contain  (1)  brief  sketches  of  the  several  State  pfficials, 
the  members  of  Congress  from  Mississippi,  the  Supreme  Court 
Judges,  the  members  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  State  of  Mississippi ; (2)  roster  of  all  State  and  county 
officials;  (3)  lists  of  all  State  institutions  with  officials;  (4) 
State  and  county  population  and  election  statistics,  and  (5) 
miscellaneous  statistics;  and  said  register  shall  be  published  in 
an  edition  of  one  thousand  copies  for  free  distribution,  the 
printing  and  the  binding  to  be  paid  for  as  is  other  public  printing 
and  binding. 

To  Collect  Data  in  Reference  to  Soldiers  of  War  Between  the  States  and 

Publish  Same. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  Department  is  charged  with  the  duty  of 
making  special  effort  to  collect  data  in  reference  to  soldiers  from 
Mississippi  in  the  war  between  the  States  both  from  the  War 
Department  at  Washington  and  from  private  individuals,  and 
to  cause  the  same  to  be  prepared  for  publication  as  speedily  as 
possible. 

Director  to  Co-operate  with  Secretary  of  Historical  Commission  in  Preparing 

Publications. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  said  Director  of  Archives  and  History  shall 
co-operate  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Mississippi  Historical  So- 
ciety in  preparing  for  the  press  and  contracting  for  and  publish- 
ing the  future  annual  publications  of  the  said  Historical  Society. 

Sec.  8.  That  this  Act  take  effect  and  be  enforced  from  and 
after  its  passage. 

Approved  February  26,  1902. 

Revised  Laiv  of  1906. 

Chapter  33.  Department  op  Archives  and  History. 

1633.  Objects  and  Purposes  of  the  Department. — There  shall  be 
for  the  State  of  Mississippi  a Department  of  Archives  and  His- 
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tory  located  in  the  State  Capitol  in  apartments  set  aside  for  its 
use  by  the  Governor;  and  the  objects  and  purposes  of  the  said 
Department  are  the  care  and  custody  of  official  archives,  the 
collecting  of  materials  bearing  upon  the  history  of  the  State 
and  of  the  territory  included  therein,  from  the  earliest-  times, 
the  editing  of  official  records  and  other  historical  material,  the  dif- 
fusion of  knowledge  in  reference  to  the  history  and  resources  of 
this  State,  the  preparation  and  publication  of  annual  reports,  the 
encouragement  of  historical  work  and  research  and  the  per- 
formance of  such  other  acts  and  requirements  as  may  be  en- 
joined by  law. 

1634.  Board  of  Trustees  to  control  Department. — The  said  De- 
partment shall  be  under  the  control  of  a Board  of  nine  Trustees, 
provided  three  of  said  Trustees  shall  be  ex-Confederate  soldiers. 
The  said  Board  shall  have  the  power  and  authority  to  fill  all 
vacancies  occurring  therein,  whether  by  expiration  of  term  of 
service  or  by  death  or  resignation,  but  the  names  of  all  newly 
elected  members  shall  be  communicated  to  the  next  ensuing 
session  of  the  State  Senate  for  confirmation,  and  in  case  it  shall 
reject  any  of  the  said  newly  elected  Trustees  it  shall  proceed 
forthwith  to  fill  the  vacancy  or  vacancies  by  an  election.  All 
Trustees  chosen  to  succeed  the  present  members  or  their  suc- 
cessors shall  serve  for  a term  of  six  years.  The  said  Board  of 
Trustees  shall  hold  at  the  State  Capitol  at  least  one  regular  meet- 
ing during  the  year,  and  as  many  special  meetings  as  may  be 
necessary,  and  at  said  meetings  five  members  shall  constitute 
a quorum.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Archives  and 
History,  hereinafter  provided,  shall  be  Secretary  of  the  Board. 
The  Trustees  shall  receive  no  compensation  for  their  services 
other  than  the  amount  of  their  necessary  expenses  actually  paid 
out  while  in  attendance  on  the  meetings  of  the  Board  or  the 
business  of  the  Department.  The  said  Board  is  empowered  to 
adopt  rules  for  its  own  government  and  for  the  government  of 
the  Department ; to  elect  a Director  and  other  officials  or  em- 
ployes, as  may  be  authorized  by  law;  and  to  do  and  perform 
such  other  acts  and  things  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out 
the  true  intent  and  purposes  of  this  law. 

1635.  Director  of  Department ; term  of  office;  duties  and  powers. 
— The  Department  shall  be  under  the  immediate  management 
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and  control  of  a Director,  to  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
whose  term  of  office  shall  be  six  years,  and  until  his  successor 
is  elected  and  qualified.  He  shall  take  an  oath  of  office  as  do 
other  State  officials,  and  shall  be  commissioned  in  like  manner. 
He  shall  have  authority  to  adopt  a seal  for  use  in  official  busi- 
ness. He  shall  devote  his  time  to  the  work  of  the  Department, 
using  his  best  endeavor  to  develop  and  build  it  up,  so  as  to  carry 
out  the  design  of  its  creation.  He  shall  have  the  control  and 
direction  of  the  work  and  operations  of  the  said  Department, 
and  shall  preserve  its  collection,  care  for  the  official  archives 
that  may  come  into  its  custody,  collect  as  far  as  possible  all 
materials  bearing  upon  the  history  of  the  State  and  the  territory 
included  therein  from  the  earliest  times,  prepare  the  official 
registers  hereinafter  provided,  and  diffuse  knowledge,  in  refer- 
ence to  the  history  and  resources  of  the  State.  The  Director 
of  the  Department  shall  make  a report  of  the  expenses  of 
said  Department  to  the  Legislature  of  the  State  as  State  offi- 
cials. 

1636.  State  and  county  officials  empowered  to  turn  over  all 
records  to  Director  not  in  current  use. — Any  State,  county,  mu- 
nicipal or  other  official  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  in 
his  discretion,  to  turn  over  to  the  Department  for  permanent 
preservation  therein,  any  official  books,  records,  documents, 
original  papers,  newspaper  files  and  printed  books  not  in  cur- 
rent use  in  their  offices.  When  so  surrendered  copies  therefrom 
shall  be  made  and  certified  by  the  Director  upon  the  applica- 
tion of  any  person  interested,  which  certification  shall  have  all 
the  force  and  effect  as  if  made  by  the  officer  originally  in  the 
custody  of  them,  and  for  which  the  same  fees  shall  be  charged, 
to  be  collected  in  advance. 

1637.  County  Boards  of  Supervisors  empowered  to  turn  ooer 
historical  portraits  and  make  appropriations  for  oil  portraits  of 
distinguished  men. — The  County  Boards  of  Supervisors  are 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  turn  over  to  the  Depart- 
ment historical  portraits  which  may  be  the  property  of  the  coun- 
ties, and  to  make  appropriations,  on  application  of  the  Director, 
for  the  purpose  of  placing  oil  portraits  of  distinguished  citizens 
of  Mississippi  in  the  State’s  Hall  of  Fame,  provided  that  the 
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selections  shall  be  made  at  the  request  and  under  the  direction 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Department  of  Archives  and 
History. 

1638.  Official  and  statistical  register. — An  official  and  statis- 
tical register  of  the  State  of  Mississippi  shall  be  compiled  by  the 
Director,  after  each  general  election,  to  contain  brief  sketches 
of  the  several  State  officials,  the  members  of  Congress  from 
Mississippi,  the  Supreme  Court  Judges,  the  members  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of  Mississippi; 
roster  of  all  State  and  county  officials;  lists  of  all  State  insti- 
tutions, with  officials;  State  and  county  population  and  election 
statistics  and  miscellaneous  statistics;  and  said  register  shall 
be  published  in  an  edition  of  three  thousand  copies  for  free 
distribution,  the  printing  and  the  binding  to  be  paid  for  as  is 
other  public  printing  and  binding ; and  its  distribution  shall  be 
paid  for  out  of  the  fund  provided  for  the  distribution  of  other 
public  documents. 

1639.  To  collect  and  publish  data  concerning  soldiers  of  Mis - 
sissippi. — The  Department  is  charged  with  the  duty  of  making 
special  effort  to  collect  and  publish  data  in  reference  to  soldiers 
from  Mississippi  in  the  war  of  1812,  Indian  wars,  war  with 
Mexico,  and  the  war  between  the  United  States  and  the  Con- 
federate States,  and  to  cause  the  same  to  be  prepared  for  publi- 
cation as  speedily  as  possible. 

Relating  to  Changes  in  the  Law. 

Under  the  original  law  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi Historical  Society  constituted  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
or  governing  body  of  the  Department  of  Archives  and  History, 
and  the  Department  was  placed,  by  express  terms,  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Society.  Owing  to  changes  in  the  personnel  of 
the  governing  bodies  of  both  the  Department  and  the  Society, 
it  became  necessary  to  abolish  the  clause  which  placed  the  De- 
partment under  the  auspices  of  the  Historical  Society.  It  was 
also  considered  by  the  Legislature  inadvisable  to  place  a De- 
partment of  the  State  government  under  the  auspices  of  a society 
over  which  it  could  exercise  no  control. 

Section  2 of  the  original  law  provided  that  the  governing 
body  of  nine  Trustees  should  be  selected  from  the  membership 
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of  the  Mississippi  Historical  Society  only.  The  Legislature 
deemed  the  clause  unnecessarily  restricted  and  changed  the  law 
to  read  as  follows:  “The  said  Department  shall  be  under  the 
control  of  nine  Trustees  and  provided  three  of  said  Trustees 
shall  be  ex-Confederate  soldiers.” 

Section  3 of  the  original  law  provided  that  the  Official  and 
Statistical  Register  of  Mississippi  should  be  published  in  an 
edition  of  one  thousand  copies;  the  law  of  1906  provided  for 
the  issuance  of  three  thousand  copies. 

Soon  after  the  publication  of  Volume  I of  the  Official  Reg- 
ister the  copies  set  aside  for  general  distribution  were  exhausted, 
and  it  was  clearly  demonstrated  that  the  edition  of  one  thousand 
copies  was  inadequate  to  supply  the  demand,  hence  the  increase 
in  the  number  of  volumes  published. 

Section  4 of  the  original  law  directed  the  Department  to 
collect  and  publish  data  in  reference  to  soldiers  from  Mississippi 
in  the  war  between  the  States.  The  new  law  extends  the  field 
of  this  work  to  the  collection  and  publication  of  data  in  refer- 
ence to  soldiers  from  Mississippi  in  the  War  of  1812,  Indian 
wars  and  the  war  with  Mexico. 

A New  Section  of  the  Law. 

After  three  years  administration  of  the  Department  under  the 
original  law  this  situation  presented  itself:  In  extending  invita- 
tions to  place  oil  portraits  in  the  Hall  of  Fame  it  was  discovered 
that  the  only  portraits  in  existence  of  many  of  the  distinguished 
men  of  the  State  had  been  placed  in  courthouses  and  belonged 
to  the  various  counties.  In  many  instances  the  county  au- 
thorities were  willing  and  anxious  to  either  present  the  originals 
to  the  Department  or  copies  made  from  them.  The  existing 
law,  however,  conferred  no  authority  on  the  county  Boards  of 
Supervisors  to  make  such  donations.  To  meet  the  situation 
Section  1637  was  incorporated  in  the  new  law  and  reads  as  fol- 
lows: “County  Boards  of  Supervisors  empowered  to  turn  over 
historical  portraits  and  make  appropriations  for  oil  portraits 
of  distinguished  men.  The  County  Board  of  Supervisors  are 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  turn  over  to  the 
Department  historical  portraits  which  may  be  the  property  of 
the  counties,  and  to  make  appropriation,  on  application  of  the 
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Director,  for  the  purpose  of  placing  oil  portraits  of  distinguished 
citizens  of  Mississippi  in  the  Hall  of  Fame,  provided  that  the 
selection  shall  be  made  at  the  request  and  under  the  direction  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Department  of  Archives  and 
History.” 

The  foregoing  outlines  all  the  material  changes  in  and  addi- 
tions to  the  law  governing  the  Department,  and  it  is  believed 
that  these  will  increase  the  efficiency  of  many  important  activ- 
ities. 

New  Activities. 

The  Legislature,  at  the  January  session  1906,  increased  the 
appropriations  of  the  Department  and  set  apart  for  its  use  during 
1906-1907  the  sum  of  $11,800.  The  additional  funds  were 
appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  inaugurating  one  of  the  most 
important  activities  in  which  the  Department  can  engage,  that 
of  collecting  transcripts  of  historical  archives  relating  to  Mis- 
sissippi. A fund  of  $1,000  for  1906-1907  was  also  appropriated 
for  the  purchase  of  oil  portraits  of  deceased  Governors  of  the 
State. 

In  my  report  of  1904,  in  treating  of  the  very  great  importance 
of  securing  transcripts  of  archives  in  European  repositories,  the 
following  suggestions  were  made  on  the  subject  of  Mississippi 
archives  in  Europe: 

“The  student  of  colonial  Mississippi  has  little  access  to  original  sources 
on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic.  The  historical  materials  for  that  period  are 
in  England,  France,  Spain  and  possibly  Rome,  and  consist  of  charters, 
grants  and  proclamations,  reports,  correspondence  and  other  writings 
of  an  official  nature.  The  very  rapid  accumulation  of  archives  in  the 
progressive  countries  of  Europe  has  so  overcrowded  the  administrative 
departments,  in  which  such  documents  originated,  that  it  was  necessary 
to  establish  record  buildings  for  the  preservation  and  classification  of  his- 
torical materials.  The  most  important  of  these  repositories  are  in  Lon- 
don, Paris,  Madrid  and  Simancas,  and  large  quantities  of  Mississippi 
historical  materials  are  preserved  in  those  places. 

There  has,  as  yet,  been  no  persistent,  systematic  effort  on  the  part  of 
the  National  Government,  or  by  the  States,  to  have  the  colonial  records 
copied  for  use  in  the  United  States.  Some  States  have  made  a beginning 
in  that  direction,  and  have  published  a portion  of  their  colonial  records. 
North  Carolina  is  doubtless  the  only  Southern  State  that  has  attempted 
to  make  its  colonial  records  accessible  and  useful  to  investigating  his- 
torians.

The  record  offices  of  Europe  are  scientifically  and  courteously  con- 
ducted by  the  expert  archivists  in  charge,  and  any  investigator,  who  goes 
properly  accredited,  is  given  the  freest  access  to  the  records,  which  deal 
with  the  subject  of  his  investigations. 

Many  American  historians  have  had  access  to  the  archives  of  England, 
France  and  Spain,  but  such  private  investigations  are  expensive  and 
can  be  made  only  by  the  favored  few. 

One  of  the  cherished  plans  that  this  Department  has  in  view  is  the 
collection  of  all  Mississippi  historical  material  which  is  preserved  in 
Europe,  in  order  that  copies  may  be  made  and  filed  as  a part  of  the 
archives  of  the  State.” 

The  object  of  that  discussion  of  the  importance  of  collecting 
in  the  States  accurate  and  reliable  transcripts  of  manuscripts  in 
European,  and  other  repositories,  which  throw  light  on  the  sub- 
ject of  State-making  in  America  in  its  earliest  stages,  was  to  pre- 
pare the  way  for  a general  discussion  of  the  subject  before  the 
Legislature.  The  matter  had  been  gone  over  by  the  Board  in 
an  unofficial  as  well  as  an  official  manner,  and  the  conclusion 
arrived  at  was,  that  the  subject  should  be  presented  to  the  Leg- 
islature at  the  session  of  1906. 

The  bill  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Department,  which  was 
presented  in  the  Senate  early  in  the  session  by  Hon  L.  J.  Farley, 
Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  carried  an  appropriation 
for  transcripts  of  archives  relating  to  Mississippi  history.  The 
bill,  with  some  amendments  and  modifications,  was  approved 
April  10,  1906,  and  provided  SI, 000  for  transcripts. 

The  appropriation  above  alluded  to  for  oil  portraits  of  deceased 
Governors  of  Missis'sippi  is  also  of  great  importance.  Soon  after 
the  establishment  of  the  Hall  of  Fame  it  became  evident  that  it 
would  be  impossible  to  secure  oil  portraits  of  many  of  the  Gov- 
ernors of  Mississippi  through  donations  by  descendants  or  other 
interested  parties.  This  condition  was  presented  to  the  Legis- 
lature, and  a suitable  appropriation  was  made  for  the  purchase 
of  oil  portraits  of  deceased  Governors  which  could  not  be  pro- 
cured by  donation.  It  is  estimated  that  the  appropriation  will 
secure  ten  excellent  oil  portraits. 

Exhibition  Cases  for  Mississippi  Confederate  Battle-Flags. 

The  last  report  of  the  Department  gave  the  story  of  the  return, 
by  the  National  Government,  of  the  Mississippi  Confederate 
battle-flags,  which  have  been  in  the  custody  of  the  War  Depart- 
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ment  at  Washington  since  the  war.  In  the  same  connection  a 
descriptive  historical  sketch  of  each  flag  was  given.  It  was  also 
stated  that  in  order  to  preserve  and  exhibit  these  sacred  em- 
blems they  should  be  placed  in  suitable  glass  cases.  Soon  after 
the  beginning  of  the  Legislative  session,  Hon.  H.  B.  Greaves,  of 
Madison  County,  introduced  Senate  Bill  No.  3,  which  carried  an 
appropriation  of  $1,000  to  provide  cases  for  the  preservation  of 
the  Mississippi  Confederate  battle-flags.  The  bill  was  approved 
March  23,  1906,  and  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Historical 
Department  the  above  mentioned  sum.. 

During  my  visits  to  the  Library  of  Congress  I have  been  im- 
pressed by  the  beauty  of  the  cases  which  were  designed  by  Mr. 
Bernard  R.  Green,  Superintendent  of  the  Library,  and  used  for 
the  exhibition  of  historical  collections.  As  soon  as  the  appro- 
priation for  cases  was  available  I took  the  matter  up  with  Mr. 
Green  in  the  following  letter: 

Jackson,  Miss.,  April  4,  1906. 
Mr.  Bernard  R.  Green,  Washington,  D.  C. : 

My  Dear  Mr.  Green:  You  will  doubtless  recall  our  conversation  dur- 

ing my  visit  to  Washington  in  December,  concerning  exhibition  cases 
similar  to  those  in  the  Library  of  Congress.  At  that  time  you  gave  me 
many  valuable  suggestions,  and  I venture  to  request  that  you  aid  me  in 
the  selection  of  a proper  design.  I was  very  much  pleased  with  the  cases 
which  you  designed  for  Mr.  Ford’s  Department,  and  think  that  such 
cases  will  be  suitable  for  our  purpose.  We  have  $1,000  available  for 
cases.  The  room  in  which  they  are  to  be  placed  is  circular,  fifty-six  feet 
in  diameter,  thirteen  feet  and  three  inches  in  height,  with  large  columns 
standing  five  feet  out  from  the  wall.  The  cases  are  to  be  used  for  his- 
torical collections. 

I shall  appreciate  very  highly  any  assistance  which  you  may  give  in 
the  way  of  furnishing  me  with  photographs,  drawings,  plans,  specifica- 
tions, names  and  addresses  of  manufacturers  and  dealers  and  estimates 
of  cost.  My  intention  is  to  have  the  cases  made  of  the  best  material; 
for  instance,  mahogany,  made  plainly,  without  ornamentation.  In 
other  words,  I do  not  care  to  pay  for  expensive  ornamentation,  but 
want  something  handsome  and  durable. 

I hope  that  I am  not  trespassing  upon  vour  valuable  time  in  making 
this  request.

After  some  further  correspondence,  I had  occasion  to  visit 
Washington.  Mr.  Green  not  only  provided  drawings  and  speci- 
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fications  for  the  cases,  but  very  courteously  and  freely  gave  me 
the  benefit  of  his  skill  and  experience  in  placing  the  order  with 
the  best  manufacturers,  and  I take  pleasure  in  expressing  my 
grateful  appreciation  of  his  valuable  assistance. 

In  order  that  the  record  of  placing  the  order  may  be  complete# 
the  correspondence  is  given  in  full:

Dear  Mr.  Rowland:  In  accordance  with  the  verbal  arrangement  and 

understanding  at  the  time  of  your  last  visit  to  the  Library  of  Congress, 
and  your  written  authority,  I have  obtained  competitive  proposals  for 
mahogany  exhibition  cases  for  your  Department  within  the  limit  of  the 
$1,000  which  you  have  available  therefor. 

Finding  that  the  lowest  price,  $980,  for  four  such*cases  was  reasonable, 
I have  ordered  them,  on  your  behalf,  to  be  manufactured  and  delivered 
on  board  cars  at  Jackson,  Miss.,  for  the  gross  price  named,  $980,  from 
the  Matthews  Bros.  Mfg.  Co.  of  Milwaukee,  Wisconsin.  The  cases  are 
of  the  double-faced  combined  horizontal  and  vertical  type,  ten  feet  long 
by  four  feet  wide,  to  be  made  of  mahogany. 

I enclose  a carbon  copy,  for  your  information,  of  the  order  issued  to- 
day to  the  Matthews  Co.  As  soon  as  I receive  their  estimate  of  the  time 
for  filling  the  order  I shall  transmit  the  information  to  your  office.

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When  sending  the  samples  of  finish  for  the  Washington  Library,  I 
will  at  the  same  time  send  it  for  the  mahogany  cases  for  Mississippi.

Confirmation  of  Trustees. 

The  following  letter  was  transmitted  to  the  Senate  soon  after 
convening:

I have  the  honor  to  inform  the  Senate  that  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Department  of  Archives  and  History  of  the 
State  of  Mississippi,  held  in  the  State  House  November  2,  1905,  Gen. 
Stephen  D.  Lee,  Prof.  J.  R.  Preston  and  Prof.  J.  M.  White  were  elected 
Trustees  of  said  Department  for  the  term  of  six  years,  beginning  January 
1,  1906. 

The  names  of  the  above  mentioned  Trustees  elect  are  respectfully 
submitted  to  the  Senate  for  confirmation  as  required  by  law.

The  above  communication  was  submitted  to  the  Senate  in 
executive  session  by  Hon.  W.  A.  Belk,  who  afterwards  gave  me 
official  notice  of  the  confirmation. 

Publication  of  the  Mississippi  Territorial  Archives. 

The  beginning  of  the  publication  of  the  sources  of  Mississippi 
history  is  a matter  of  such  general  interest  and  has  attracted 
such  favorable  attention  from  the  people  of  the  State,  as  well  as 
those  of  other  States  who  are  interested  in  historical  movements, 
that  an  account  of  the  publication  of  the  first  volume  of  the  Ter- 
ritorial Archives  will  be  included  in  this  report. 

The  last  report  of  the  Department  informed  the  Board  that 
the  initial  volume  of  the  series  of  historical  source  publications 
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had  been  carefully  prepared  and  was  in  the  hands  of  the  printer. 
The  first  shipment  of  volumes  was  received  March  1,  1906.  The 
edition  consisted  of  1,000  copies,  700  of  which  were  delivered  to 
the  Department  and  300  to  the  Mississippi  Historical  Society  for 
distribution  to  its  members.  This  allotment  to  the  Society  was 
provided  for  in  the  Act  of  March  10,  1904.  The  publication  was 
issued  under  the  title  of  “The  Mississippi  Territorial  Archives, 
1798-1803,”  Executive  Journals  of  Governor  Winthrop  Sargent 
and  Governor  William  Charles  Cole  Claiborne.  The  first  distri- 
bution of  copies  was  made  to  State  officials  and  members  of  the 
Legislature  on  March  5,  1906,  and  as  an  evidence  of  their  ap- 
proval complimentary  resolutions,  congratulating  the  Depart- 
ment on  the  successful  beginning  of  such  important  work,  were 
adopted  by  the  Senate. 

In  the  general  distribution  which  followed  it  was  the  policy  of 
the  Department  to  judiciously  place  the  publication  in  all  the 
leading  libraries  of  the  United  States  and  Europe,  in  the  leading 
historical  societies  and  in  the  local  libraries  of  the  State.  Copies 
were  also  sent  to  many  publications  devoted  to  history,  for  the 
purpose  of  having  it  reviewed.  A few  extracts  from  the  reviews 
are  inserted  here  in  order  to  give  some  idea  of  the  generous  rec- 
ognition which  has  been  given  the  work  by  historical  and  other 
magazines  of  the  country. 

In  the  July  issue  of  the  American  Historical  Review,  Vol.  XI, 
No.  4,  page  982,  the  following  reference  is  made: 

“The  plan  of  the  Department  embraces  a series  of  ‘Provincial  Ar- 
chives,’ 1540-1798,  and  one  of  ‘State  Archives,’  1817  to  date.  These, 
with  the  intermediate  series  now  begun,  afford  a complete  documentary 
history  of  Mississippi.  The  present  volume,  carefully  printed  and  with 
an  adequate  index,  marks  the  successful  inauguration  of  a most  important 
series.” 

From  the  Iowa  Journal  of  History  and  Politics,  July  issue, 
Vol.  IV,  No.  3,  page  445: 

“Through  the  Department  of  Archives  and  History  the  publication  of 
the  Territorial  Archives  of  Mississippi  has  been  begun.  The  first  volume 
of  the  series  has  appeared  in  a quarto  edition  of  615  pages.  The  period 
covered  is  from  1798  to  1803.  The  letters,  communications  and  procla- 
mations are  full  of  interest  to  students  of  American  history.  The  State 
of  Mississippi,  as  well  as  its  efficient  Director  of  Archives,  is  to  be  con- 
gratulated upon  the  beginning,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  State  Legislature 
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will  make  it  possible  for  the  Department  of  Archives  and  History  to 
mature  its  plans  for  the  systematic  publication  of  the  Territorial  and 
State  Archives.” 

From  the  Virginia  Historical  Magazine,  July  number,  Vol. 
XIII,  No.  4,  page  449: 

‘‘We  have  again  to  welcome  a new  departure  in  historical  publications. 
The  accomplished  Director  of  the  Department  of  Archives  and  History 
of  Mississippi  has  in  this  volume  admirably  begun  the  publication  of  the 
records  of  his  State.  The  Executive  Journal  and  the  gubernatorial  ad- 
ministration of  Winthrop  Sargent  and  W.  C.  C.  Claiborne  constitute 
fundamental  and  indispensable  documents  for  the  early  history  of  Mis- 
sissippi and  must  be  studied  by  all  historians  whose  subject  includes 
that  State.” 

From  the  Sewanee  Review,  July  issue,  Vol.  XIX,  No.  3,  page 
360: 

‘‘Every  new  step  in  the  publication  of  the  State  Archives  of  the 
Southern  States  is  a source  of  gratification,  not  only  to  the  State  which 
authorizes  and  the  individual  who  executes  the  work  of  publishing,  but 
also  to  the  ever  increasing  number  of  students  of  Southern  history. 
Hence  we  have  a warm  welcome  for  the  first  of  the  series  of  Archives  of 
Mississippi,  which  has  recently  been  printed  under  the  editorship  of  Mr. 
Dunbar  Rowland,  Director  of  the  Mississippi  Department  of  Archives 
and  History.  The  present  work  bears  the  title,  ‘Mississippi  Territorial 
Archives,  1798-1803,’  and  is  the  first  volume  of  a series  which  is  to  include 
the  public  documents  of  the  Territory  and  State.  Mr.  Rowland  has  in 
contemplation  other  series  which  shall  comprehend  all  the  charters, 
organic  acts,  proclamations  and  Constitutions  from  the  Spanish  dominion 
to  the  present;  documents  in  English,  French  and  Spanish  repositories 
and  of  the  National  Archives  in  Washington  that  cover  the  occupation 
and  government  of  the  United  States  in  Mississippi. 

“This  excellent  volume  of  six  hundred  pages  contains  the  Journals  of 
Executive  Proceedings  under  Governor  Winthrop  Sargent  from  1798  to 
April,  1801,  and  under  Governor  W.  C.  C.  Claiborne  from  July  10,  1801, 
to  March  27,  1803. 

“A  very  valuable  part  of  Mr.  Rowland’s  work  is  found  in  the  bio- 
graphical sketches  of  the  two  governors.  Mr.  Rowland  has  included 
portraits  of  both  Governors  Sargent  and  Claiborne.  These,  with  a pho- 
tographic fac  simile  of  the  first  page  of  Sargent’s  Journal,  constitute  the 
illustrations.  Besides  explanatory  notes  the  editor  has  provided  a 
satisfactory  table  of  the  letters  and  a sufficient  index.” 

From  the  Magazine  of  the  Southern  History  Association,  May 
number,  Vol.  X,  No.  3,  page  179: 

“A  piece  of  ideal  work  is  this  volume  which  is  only  a link  in  the  really 
magnificent  plan  that  Mr.  Rowland  has  outlined  for  the  documentary 
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sources  of  Mississippi  history.  He  designs  three  groups  of  archives 
publications,  provincial,  territorial  and  State.  This  book  is  the  first  one 
of  the  second  of  these  classes,  the  territorial  ones.  It  is  in  the  first  that 
Mr.  Rowland  shows  his  broad  grasp  of  the  subject  before  him.  He 
aims  to  get  everything  in  the  Spanish,  French,  English  and  American 
records  bearing  upon  the  present  limits  of  the  State  of  Mississippi.  Will 
his  Legislature  back  him  up  in  this  grand  scheme?  Mr.  Rowland  has 
certainly  shown  his  ability  on  the  historical  side ; time  will  prove  if  he  is 
equally  strong  on  the  executive  side,  but  his  labors  during  the  four  years 
he  has  been  in  charge  give  every  presumption  that  he  will  be  entirely 
successful  in  getting  the  appropriations.” 

These  words  of  commendation  from  such  high  authorities  give 
strength  and  encouragement  for  greater  efforts,  and  while  it  is 
my  duty  to  incorporate  them  in  my  report,  I beg  the  indulgence 
of  the  Board  for  the  personal  allusions  which  could  not  be  entirely 
withheld. 

Plans  for  Collecting  Transcripts. 

Soon  after  the  approval  of  the  bill  making  an  appropriation 
for  the  collection  of  transcripts  relating  to  Mississippi  history, 
the  following  letter,  submitting  a plan  for  the  work,  was  sent  to 
each  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  inform  you  that  the  biennial  appropriation 
for  the  support  of  the  Department  of  Archives  and  History  is  §11,800, 
which  exceeds  the  appropriation  for  1904-05  §1,600. 

We  shall  be  able  to  begin  two  important  activities,  with  funds  specially 
provided.  The  first,  the  collection  of  transcripts ‘of  archives  bearing  on 
Mississippi  history,  for  which  §1,000  was  appropriated;  the  second,  the 
collection  of  oil,  portraits  of  deceased  governors  of  the  State  for  which 
the  same  amount  was  provided.  There  was  also'  an  appropriation  of 
$1,000 ‘to  purchase  exhibition  cases  for  the  Confederate  flags  which  are 
now  preserved  in  the  Hall  of  Fame. 

After  going  over  the  needs 'of  the  situation  with  regard  to  transcripts, 
which  is  most  important,  it  seems  to  me  that  a systematic  study  of  the 
manuscript  sources  of  Mississippi  provincial  history  in  London  ,v  Paris  B 
Madrid,  Seville  and  Simancas  should  be  made,  in  order  that  our  fund  be 
not  dissipated  on  documents  of  little  or  no  importance,  which  would^in 
all  probability  be  the  case  if  a blanket  order  should  be  given  to  copyists. 

The  affairs  of  the  Department  are  now  in  such  a shape  that  I shall  be 
able  to  devote  June,  July*  and  August  to  this  important  work.  I have 
been  advised  that  the  expense  of  the  trip  will  be  about'  §800.  My  idea 
is  to  use  the  traveling  fund  of  §300,  supplemented  by  §500  from  my 
private  funds.  The  importance  of  such  work  and  the  prestige  that  such 
an  undertaking  would  reflect  on  the  State  are  very  evident.  However, 
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before  taking  steps  looking  to  arrangements  for  such  a trip  I deem  it 
best  to  seek  the  advice  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  I shall  be  glad  to- 
have  your  opinion  in  the  matter.

The  plan,  as  submitted,  received  the  hearty  approval  of  the 
Board,  and  the  letters  are  so  interesting  and  full  of  timely  sug- 
gestions that  I beg  leave  to  make  them  part  of  the  report: 

Columbus,  Miss.,  April  18,  1906. 

Dear  Mr.  Rowland:  I have  your  letter  of  April  17,  informing  me 

that  our  biennial  appropriation  was  $11,800,  greater  by  $1,600  than  it 
was  for  the  years  1904  and  1905.  I note  your  suggestions  as  to  how  this 
money  be  applied,  which  seem  fair  and  reasonable,  and  includes  a trip 
by  yourself  to  Europe,  to  London,  Paris,  Seville  and  Simancas  to  be  paid 
for  by  the  annual  appropriation  of  $300  for  traveling  fund,  supplemented 
by  $500  private  funds.  I take  it  for  granted  you  have  investigated  the 
matter  as  to  how  best  to  get  the  original  documents  desired  in  Europe, 
and  that  your  personal  visit  will  accomplish  this  better  than  getting 
others  to  do  it  for  the  Department.  If  so  I approve.  I suggest  that  you 
write  each  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  such  a letter  as  you  have 
written  me  and  see  if  a majority  approve  of  your  trip,  as  suggested  in 
detail  by  you  in  your  letter  to  me. 

I understand,  that  if  they  approve,  your  trip  will  be  made  in  June, 
July  and  August,  and  will  not  be  detrimental  to  the  work  of  the  Depart- 
ment. 

I shall  be  glad  to  receive  the  fourth  annual  report  and  Vol.  I of  the 
Mississippi  Territorial  Archives.

Dear  Sir:  I have  yours  of  the  17th  instant,  conveying  the  important 

and  gratifying  information  that  the  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the 
Department  of  Archives  and  History  is  $11,800,  being  $1,600  greater 
than  the  previous  appropriation.  You  are  much  to  be  congratulated 
in  your  success  with  the  Department,  and  on  the  manifest  fact  that 
you  are  building  up  a growing  interest  in  it. 

IVhave  received  also  Vol.  I of  Mississippi  Territorial  Archives,  for 
which. I;am  very  much  obliged.  It  is  a work  of  the  greatest  possible 
inter  est-and  ‘importance.* 

I note*your  program  about  the  work  in  connection  with  the  study  of 
manuscript  sources  of  Mississippi  provincial  history  in  London,  Paris 
and  other  places.  I agree  with  you  that  that  special  work  is  one  which 
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will  largely  advance  the  reputation  and  usefulness  of  your  Department, 
and  is  one  to  which  special  attention  should  be  given. 

So  far  as  suggestions  about  the  method  of  that  study  is  concerned,  I 
have  to  say  that  no  doubt  you  are  quite  correct  in  the  program  outlined, 
to  make  a trip  over  there  and  make  some  investigation  before  giving  an 
order  for  copies. 

In  this  connection  I recall  that  on  a previous  occasion  I had  some  con- 
versation with  you  about  a correspondence  which  I had  with  the  English 
Colonial  Department  while  I was  Chancellor  of  the  University  in  respect 
to  the  documentary  history  of  that  Department  of  the  province  of  West 
Florida  under  the  British  Dominion.  But  thinking  that  the  conversa- 
tion, or  some  details  of  it,  might  have  escaped  your  memory  I shall  say 
by  way  of  repetition,  this: 

They  wrote  me  that  they  had  in  their  office  some  fifteen  or  twenty 
volumes  of  such  documentary  manuscripts  (I  do  not  remember  the  exact 
number,  but  that  was  about  it),  also  that  so  far  as  they  knew  and  be- 
lieved those  documents  had  not  been  published.  I would  suggest  that 
it  is  possible  that,  even  then,  they  were  to  some  extent  mistaken  about 
the  non-publication  of  them.  Some  of  the  American  Universities  had 
at  that  time  been  doing  a great  deal  of  work  in  connection  with  such 
researches,  and  it  is  hardly  likely  that  so  obvious  a field  of  information 
should  have  been  overlooked  by  everybody.  But  even  so,  it  also  is  true 
that  since  that  time,  which  was  fifteen  years  ago,  some  of  the  documents 
may  have  been  published  over  here.  As  a preliminary,  therefore,  to 
your  personal  examination,  if  you  make  one,  and  your  selection  of  val- 
uable documents  to  be  copied  and  published,  I would  suggest  that  before 
going  over  you  would  correspond  with  some  of  the  American  Universities 
who  do  that  kind  of  work  and  find  out  about  this  matter;  else  you  might 
have  documents  copied  for  your  use  and  exhaust  some  of  your  funds 
in  that  way  which  have  already  been  out  over  here.

Preparation  for  Trip  Abroad. 

After  having  received  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
I began  to  make  preliminary  arrangements  for,  what  I conceive 
to  be,  the  most  important  work  which  has  been  undertaken  by 
the  Historical  Department. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Section  3960,  Code  of  1892,  which  has 
been  brought  forward  in  the  Code  of  1906  under  the  same  num- 
ber, the  Governor  is  authorized  to  grant  to  State  officials  leave 
of  absence  for  a time  not  to  exceed  three  months. 

In  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  law,  I addressed  the  fol- 
lowing letter  to  Governor  James  K.  Vardaman: 

Department  of  Archives  and  History, 
Jackson,  Miss.,  May  6,  1906. 

Gov.  James  K.  Vardaman,  Capitol  Building,  Jackson,  Miss.: 

Dear  Sir:  One  of  the  most  important  activities  of  the  Historical 

Department  is  the  immediate  location  of  the  manuscript  sources  of  our 
provincial  history  which  are  deposited  in  the  archives  of  England,  France 
and  Spain.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Department 
of  Archives  and  History  that  this  work,  which  was  provided  for  by  the 
last  Legislature,  should  have  my  personal  supervision,  and  I have  been 
advised  by  all  members  to  devote  the  next  three  months  of  my  time  to 
this  important  undertaking.  As  this  will  require  my  absence  from  the 
.State  for  that  length  of  time,  I apply  to  you,  as  Chief  Executive  of  the 
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"State,  for  a leave  of  absence  for  the  purpose  of  making  an  official  visit  to 
Europe  in  search  of  official  archives  relating  to  the  provincial  history  of 
Mississippi  and  arranging  for  transcripts  of  said  historical  materials.

search  of  official  archives  relating  to  the  provincial  history  of  Mississippi, 
■and  arranging  for  transcripts  of  historical  material. 

It  affords  me  pleasure  to  grant  the  leave  of  absence.

Having  made  all  necessary  arrangements,  I left  Jackson  for 
Washington  May  26th  and  arrived  at  the  National  Capital  on  the 
28th.  My  stop  in  Washington  was  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
letters  of  introduction,  which  very  greatly  assisted  me  in  carrying 
■out  the  object  of  my  mission. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  Senator.  McLaurin,  I was  provided 
with  letters  from  the  Secretary  of  State,  Elihu  Root,  to  the 
ambassadors  of  the  United  States  to  the  various  countries  of 
Europe  which  it  was  necessary  for  me  to  visit  during  the  course 
of  my  investigation.  Dr.  Herbert  Putman,  Librarian  of  the 
Library  of  Congress,  was  exceedingly  courteous,  and  in  addition 
to  many  valuable  suggestions  gave  me  letters  to  Sir  Edward 
Maude  Thompson,  Director  of  the  British  Museum,  and  Doctor 
Nicholson,  Librarian  of  the  Bodlean  Library,  Oxford.  Before 
leaving  Jackson,  Chancellor  Fulton  of  the  State  University  very 
kindly  gave  me  a letter  to  Dr.  J.  R.  Parkin,  agent  of  the  Rhodes 
Trust.  Such  courteous  attention  on  the  part  of  these  eminent 
gentlemen  was  very  much  appreciated,  for  which  I make  grateful 
acknowledgments. 

I arrived  in  New  York  May  31st,  and  took  the  steamer  Minne- 
haha, bound  for  London,  June  2d.  It  is  not  necessary  to  enter 
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into  the  details  of  the  voyage  further  than  to  note  that  it  was 
very  delightful  and  entirely  free  from  disagreeable  incidents. 

I arrived  in  London  June  12th,  and  I may  be  pardoned  for 
referring  to  my  enthusiasm  in  anticipation  of  the  rich  findings  in 
store  for  me. 

Preliminary  Arrangements. 

The  first  day  after  my  arrival  in  London  I paid  my  respects  to 
the  American  Ambassador,  the  Hon.  Whitelaw  Ried,  who  gave 
me  a courteous  reception  and  assured  me  of  his  interest  in  every 
undertaking  for  the  preservation  of  the  history  of  the  various 
States  of  the  Union. 

The  Ambassador  extended  his  kind  offices  in  the  investigation 
and  prosecution  of  my  work.  It  was  also  my  pleasure  to  be 
courteously  received  by  the  authorities  of  the  Public  Record 
Office  and  the  British  Museum,  and  all  the  facilities  of  these  great 
repositories  of  historical  materials  were  continually  placed  at 
my  disposal. 

The  actual  work  of  investigation  began  June  14th  in  the  Public 
Record  Office.  I deem  it  necessary,  however,  before  giving  the 
result  of  my  researches,  to  present  such  facts  relating  to  the  his- 
torical manuscripts  of  England  as  may  be  interesting  in  this 
connection. 

British  Public  Record  Office  and  Its  Historical  Collections. 

It  is  quite  generally  conceded  that  Great  Britain  has  the  most 
extensive  and  best  kept  public  records  in  the  world;  but  this 
unparalleled  condition  is  of  comparatively  recent  origin.  In  the 
beginning  of  the  reign  of  Queen  Victoria  it  is  estimated  that  the 
national  archives  were  scattered  in  no  less  than  sixty  different 
repositories.  The  Public  Record  Act,  however,  in  1838  (1-2  Vic- 
toria, C.  94)  had  for  its  object  the  placing  of  all  the  historical 
archives  of  the  English  nation  in  one  worthy  and  suitable  build- 
ing, under  the  custody  of  the  Master  of  the  Rolls. 

This  great  plan  was  finally  accomplished  by  the  erection  of 
the  Public  Record  Office,  Chancery  Lane,  London.  The  first 
stone  was  laid  in  1851  and  the  building  was  ready  for  occupancy 
in  1856.  It  is  an  immense  stone,  fire-proof  building,  in  the 
Tudor  style.  To  this  splendid  edifice  were  transferred  thou- 
sands of  tons  of  the  most  precious  historical  treasures  of  England. 
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These  records  came  from  the  Rolls  House  and  Chapel,  the  Tower 
of  London,  which  was  one  of  the  first  repositories  of  the  records, 
from  the  Chapel  House  and  the  Chapel  of  the  Pix  at  Westminster 
and  from  the  Kings  Mews  at  Charing-Cross,  where  the  papers  of 
the  Queen’s  Remembrancer’s  Office  were  deposited,  known  now 
as  the  location  of  the  National  Gallery  in  Trafalgar  Square.  The 
muniments  of  the  Superior  Courts  of  Law,  preserved  in  their 
respective  repositories,  were  also  incorporated  in  the  archives  of 
the  Public  Record  Office.  In  due  course  of  time  the  records  of 
the  State  Paper  Office,  the  Treasury,  the  Admiralty,  the  War 
Office  and  the  Customs  were  transferred,  these  departments 
retaining  only  for  their  daily  use  papers  dated  within,  approxi- 
mately, eighty  years  of  the  present  time. 

The  systematic  care  of  public  records  seems  to  have  always 
been  evolved  from  the  worst  possible  conditions.  This  has  been 
the  case  especially  in  England.  The  story  of  the  vicissitudes, 
dangers  and  spoliations  to  which  the  English  records  have  been 
exposed  during  centuries  of  neglect,  the  ravages  of  damp  and 
decay,  dirt  and  vermin,  deposited  as  they  have  been  in  private 
hands,  garrets,  stables  and  underground  vaults,  makes  inter- 
esting though  painful  reading. 

In  the  earliest  times  the  English  archives  were  kept  in  the 
King’s  palace,  but  it  is  generally  accepted  that  the  records  of  his 
chancery,  exchequer  and  of  the  sovereign  court  of  judicature,  or 
Curia  Regis,  accompanied  him  in  his  progresses  and  military 
campaigns.  That  the  records  followed  the  King  from  place  to 
place  is  proven  by  the  rolls  themselves,  as  certain  abbeys  and 
towns  were  charged  with  the  furnishing  of  horses  and  carts  for 
their  conveyance  for  the  King’s  use. 

While  King  John,  of  Magna  Charter  fame,  was  making  a royal 
progress  he  lost  part  of  the  archives  in  the  Wash,  an  estuary  of 
Norfolk  and  Lincoln  Counties.  Edward  I established  the  record 
repository  in  the  wardrobe  of  the  Tower,  to  which  Edward  II  also 
sent  his  records.  Orders  were  given  later  for  the  arrangement 
of  the  royal  muniments  in  the  King’s  castles  of  Pontefract, 
Tutbury  and  Turnbridge. 

During  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth  her  attention  was  called 
to  the  neglected  condition  of  the  nation’s  archives,  and  we  find 
her  declaring  that  it  was  not  meet  the  records  belonging  to  her 
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crown  and  realm  “should  remain  in  private  houses  and  places  for 
doubt  of  such  danger  or  spoil  as  heretofore  had  happened  to  the 
like  records  in  the  time  of  Richard  II  and  Henry  IV.” 

In  the  reign  of  Charles  II,  William  Prynne,  the  keeper  of  the 
records  in  the  Tower,  made  an  earnest  appeal  for  the  preserva- 
tion of  the  archives  under  his  charge.  He  reported  them  in 
“confusion  and  chaos,  under  corroding,  putrefying  cobwebs, 
dust  and  filth,  in  the  dark  corner  of  Caesar’s  Chapel  in  the  White 
Tower.” 

A committee  of  the  House  of  Lords  was  appointed  in  1703  to 
consider  the  methods  of  keeping  records  in  offices.  Numerous 
commissions  during  the  next  hundred  years  were  appointed  for 
a like  purpose,  but  without  appreciable  result.  It  was  150  years 
after,  or  the  middle  of  the  nineteenth  century,  as  already  ob- 
served, that  all  that  survived  of  the  national  archives  of  the  pre- 
vious nine  hundred  years  were  collected  in  the  Public  Record 
Office. 

In  1840,  Sir  Francis  Palgrave,  in  his  first  report  as  Deputy 
Keeper  of  the  Public  Records,  says: 

“Your  Majesty’s  public  records  constitute  a series  of  unparalleled 
completeness  and  antiquity.  No  other  European  State  preserves  con- 
secutive archives  commencing  at  so  early  a date  and  extending  over  so 
long  a period  of  time.  They  exhibit  the  full  development  of  the  laws 
and  institutions  of  your  Majesty’s  realm,  and  are  evidences  of  the  progress 
of  society  in  the  various  changes  which  the  policy  of  the  nation  has  sus- 
tained.” 

The  archives  of  the  Public  Record  Office  are  thus  officially 
described : 

(a)  The  records,  judicial,  administrative  and  financial  of  the  Chan- 
cery and  Exchequer. 

( b ) The  records  of  the  Courts  of  Kings  Bench,  Common  Pleas,  Ad- 
miralty, Star  Chamber,  Wards  and  Liveries,  Delegates,  High  Commis- 
sion and  Marshalsea. 

(c)  The  records  of  the  Principality  of  Wales,  of  the  Palatinates  of 
Chester,  Durham  and  Lancaster  and  of  the  Duchy  of  Lancaster. 

( d ) The  records  of  the  various  departments  of  State,  such  as  the 
Treasury,  the  Home  Office,  the  Foreign  Office,  the  Colonial  Office,  the 
War  Office,  the  Admiralty,  the  Auditor’s  Office,  the  Charity  Commis- 
sion, the  Patent  Office  and  the  Ecclesiastical  Commission. 

I shall  not  undertake  an  account  of  all  these,  as  it  would  be 
manifestly  out  of  place.  It  may  be  interesting,  however,  in  an 
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untechnical  way,  to  point  out  a few  of  the  best  known  of  the 
records  which,  in  a community  of  interest,  belong  to  English 
speaking  races  throughout  the  world. 

Such  a description  would  naturally  begin  with  the  Domesday 
Book  or  Books,  the  smaller  of  the  two  being  the  survey  of  the 
three  eastern  counties  only — Essex,  Suffolk  and  Norfolk.  There 
is  very  little  doubt  that  the  Domesday  Book  accompanied  the 
King  in  his  peregrinations,  resting  at  Winchester,  the  official  seat 
of  the  Court,  or  at  Westminster,  as  convenient.  There  is  a 
strong  iron-bound  chest,  with  three  locks,  in  the  Record  Office 
that  is  often  shown  to  visitors  which  may  be,  and  no  doubt  is, 
the  identical  chest  in  which  it  was  carried  about  from  place  to 
place. 

During  the  Norman  and  Plant agenet  periods  the  historical 
material  is  found  in  the  system  of  enrollment  by  which  all  the 
actions  of  the  State,  civil,  judicial,  political  and  foreign,  were 
entered  upon  parchment  rolls. 

From  the  time  of  King  John  (1199)  there  is  an  unbroken  series 
of  Chancery  rolls,  under  the  four  great  headings  of  Charter  Rolls, 
Patent  Rolls,  Close  Rolls,  and  Rolls  of  Fines,  besides  several 
smaller  divisions.  The  office  of  the  chancery  is  of  very  ancient 
origin,  the  Chancellor  being  practically  the  King’s  secretary,  the 
office  merging  later  into  that  of  the  modern  Secretary  of  State. 
The  Charter  and  Patent  rolls  are  sufficiently  explained  by  their 
names,  as  on  them  were  entered  all  charters  and  patents  issued 
to  persons  and  places,  all  open  letters,  treaties,  safe  conducts, 
and  in  fact  almost  every  kind  of  official  business.  On  the  Close 
Rolls  were  entered  all  the  more  private  or  closed  letters  or  papers 
emanating  from  the  Sovereign,  while  the  Rolls  of  the  Fines  con- 
tain the  sums  paid  for  all  kinds  of  privileges  or  concessions  or 
royal  favors.  Separate  series  exist  for  the  affairs  of  Scotland, 
Normandy  and  Gascony,  when  these  were  under  English  rule,  as 
well  as  for  other  business  too  numerous  to  mention. 

In  King  John’s  reign  commence  the  Assize  Rolls,  while  from 
the  time  of  Edward  I there  is  an  uninterrupted  scries  of  Ex- 
chequer records.  The  Roll  of  the  Pipe,  otherwise  the  Great  Roll 
of  the  Exchequer,  dates  from  the  latter  part  of  the  reign  of  Henry 
I,  and  deals  with  the  revenues,  recording  the  amounts  due  to 
and  received  by  the  sheriffs  in  every  county  on  the  King’s  behalf 
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for  rents,  fines,  services,  etc.  The  Pipe  Rolls  number  676.  An 
idea  of  the  enormous  bulk  of  some  of  the  others  may  be  gained 
by  the  fact  that  the  Close  Rolls  alone  number  19,000,  that  some  of 
the  Tudor  and  Stuart  rolls  each  consist  of  500  to  1,000  skins  of 
parchment,  and  that  a DeBanco  Roll  of  Queen  Elizabeth  weighs 
224  pounds. 

The  reign  of  Henry  VIII  ushers  in  the  modern  period  of  the 
State  Papers,  for  it  was  then  that  the  office  of  Secretary  of  State 
became  more  clearly  defined.  The  establishment  of  the  office, 
however,  actually  dates  from  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  when, 
in  1758,  she  instituted  “The  Office  of  Her  Majesty’s  Papers  and 
Records  for  Business  of  State  and  Council,”  Dr.  Thomas  Wilson 
being  appointed  “Clerk  of  the  Papers.”  This  office  was  avow- 
edly established  to  prevent  the  embezzlement  of  the  papers, 
owing  to  frequent  changes  of  the  Secretaries.  That  this  by  no 
means  prevented  such  embezzlement  is  shown  by  the  extensive 
collections  of  what  are  really  State  papers  now  in  the  British 
Museum,  the  libraries  of  universities,  as  well  as  in  private  hands 
all  over  England. 

Under  the  order  of  the  Queen,  the  records  were  placed  in  con- 
venient rooms  in  Whitehall,  and  the  keeper,  Sir  Thomas  Wilson 
(nephew  of  the  first  keeper),  in  the  reign  of  James  I,  seems  to 
have  removed  them  from  the  chests  in  which  they  were  kept  and 
“reduced  them  to  a set  form  of  library,”  and  his  method  of 
classifying  them  into  “Domestical”  and  “Foreign”  is  still  broadly 
followed. 

During  the  Civil  War  many  records  were  burned  to  prevent 
them  from  falling  into  the  hands  of  Parliamentarians  and  at  the 
Restoration  others  were  destroyed  by  the  Secretaries  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

Under  the  reign  of  Queen  Anne  better  methods  for  preserva- 
tion and  classification  were  adopted,  and  in  1764  a commission 
was  appointed  to  “methodize,  regulate  and  digest  the  State 
papers.”  In  1800  a number  of  clerks  were  allowed  to  the  keeper. 
In  1825  another  commission  was  appointed  “for  printing  and 
publishing  documents  of  the  State  Paper  Office,”  and  in  1830  all 
papers  belonging  to  that  office  were  removed  to  a new  building 
erected  in  St.  James  Park.  To  this  collection  was  added,  in 
1842,  by  the  government’s  order,  the  records  of  the  old  Board  of

Trade  and  Plantations  down  to  its  dissolution  in  1782.  This 
was  a collection  of  2,000  volumes. 

The  old  State  Paper  Office  was  jealously  guarded,  as  forming 
a part  of  the  King’s  private  library,  and  permission  to  consult 
the  records  was  granted  only  by  the  Secretary  of  State.  If  cop- 
ies were  wanted,  they  had  to  be  made  by  the  clerks  in  the  office. 
The  experiences  of  Mr.  John  Romeyn  Broadhead  when  sent  to 
England  to  obtain  the  material  for  the  “Documents  Relating  to 
the  Colonial  History  of  New  York”  are  narrated  in  the  introduc- 
tion to  the  first  volume  of  that  work.  Printed  calendars,  both 
of  the  Mediaeval  Rolls  and  the  Modern  State  Papers,  are  issued 
year  by  year.  Among  the  latter  are  the  Calendars  of  Letters, 
Papers,  Foreign  and  Domestic,  of  the  Reign  of  Henry  VIII,  in 
eighteen  volumes ; of  the  State  Papers  Domestic  of  the  Reigns  of 
Edward  VI,  Mary,  Elizabeth  and  James  I,  in  twelve  volumes;  of 
Charles  I,  in  twenty -five  volumes;  of  the  Commonwealth,  in 
fifteen  volumes,  and  of  Charles  Second,  in  fifteen  volumes. 
There  are  also  calendars  of  some  of  the  Treasury  Papers,  of  the 
State  Papers  Relating  to  Scotland  and  Ireland,  and  of  the  For- 
eign Papers  of  Edward  VI,  Mary  and  Elizabeth. 

We  come  to  the  consideration  of  the  three  great  sources  of 
American  colonial  history:  (1)  The  records  called  Colonial 
Papers;  (2)  the  papers  of  the  Committee  of  Privy  Council  for 
Plantation  Affairs,  later  the  Board  of  Trade  and  Plantations, 
which  was  established  in  the  reign  of  Charles  II ; (3)  the  papers 
of  the  Secretary  of  State,  known  as  “America  and  West  Indies.” 
It  is  from  these  papers  that  the  older  States  of  the  Union  have, 
for  years  past,  been  drawing  transcripts  for  their  respective 
histories  or  records,  through  private  enterprise  or  by  their  State 
libraries  or  historical  societies.  The  printed  official  calendars 
of  these  records  now  occupy  eleven  volumes  and  date  from  1576 
to  1698.  These  are  the  records  in  which  the  State  of  Mississippi 
is  especially  interested.  This  brings  us  to  the  records  of  the 
British  Province  of  West  Florida,  in  which  my  researches  were 
almost  entirely  directed. 

Records  of  the  British  Province  of  West  Florida. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  time  of  the  English  domin- 
ion is,  possibly,  the  most  interesting  period  in  the  provincial  his- 
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tory  of  Mississippi,  there  has  been  little  or  no  knowledge  of  the 
material  in  the  British  archives,  which  so  completely  deals  with 
the  English  occupation.  I believe  that  I am  entirely  safe  in 
making  the  statement  that  no  investigation  of  these  particular 
records  has  ever  been  personally  made  by  an  American  historian. 
So  that  it  may  be  said  with  entire  accuracy  that  the  investigation 
which  has  been  made  by  the  State  of  Mississippi  in  these  impor- 
tant records  is  a pioneer  undertaking  for  the  purpose  of  exploring 
an  unknown  historical  field. 

The  records  of  the  British  Province  of  West  Florida  are  found 
under  the  following  divisions:  Board  of  Trade,  Board  of  Trade 
Acts,  Board  of  Trade  Journals,  Board  of  Trade  Plantations  Gen- 
eral, Board  of  Trade  Calendars,  America  and  West  Indies,  War 
Office,  Secretary  of  State  Original  Correspondence,  Admiralty, 
and  additional  manuscripts  in  the  British  Museum. 

The  task  of  going  through  these  records  was  one  of  considerable 
magnitude,  but  it  was  made  pleasant  by  the  unfailing  courtesy 
of  the  officials  of  the  Public  Record  Office  and  of  the  British 
Museum,  who  extended  every  possible  facility  for  the  prosecution 
of  the  undertaking.  The  task  was  also  made  easy  by  the  pleasure 
which  one  feels  in  exploring  historical  materials  about  which 
there  is  little  or  no  knowledge. 

The  records  of  the  British  Province  of  West  Florida,  for  the 
purposes  of  this  report,  are  classified  as:  (a)  Original  papers  of 
Maj.  Robert  Farmar  concerning  the  military  occupation  of  West 
Florida,  dealing  with  settlements,  military  posts  and  general 
conditions;  (b)  copies  of  letters,  commissions,  instructions,  etc., 
from  the  Board  of  Trade  or  from  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the 
settlement  and  development  of  the  country  and  the  regulation  of 
the  colony;  (c)  original  papers  of  Governor  Johnstone,  Acting 
Governor  Browne,  Governor  Eliot,  Acting  Governor  Durnford, 
Governor  Chester  and  General  Campbell.  This  material  is  of 
the  most  extensive  and  valuable  character  and  treats  of  every 
phase  of  the  life  and  development  of  the  colony  from  1763  to  the 
conquest  of  the  Spaniards  in  1781.  (d)  entry  books,  containing 

copies  of  letters  from  the  Secretary  of  State  to  the  Governors  of 
the  Province;  (e)  Admiralty  dispatches  from  the  Jamaica  Sta- 
tion to  the  Secretary  of  the  Admiralty  relative  to  the  operations 
of  the  navy  in  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  and  on  the  Mississippi  River; 
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(f)  military  papers  of  General  Haldimand  and  General  Tayler, 
and  correspondence  of  John  Stuart,  Indian  agent;  (g)  minutes 
of  the  Council  and  Assembly  of  the  Province  of  West  Florida, 
giving  all  legislative  proceedings;  (h)  Acts  of  the  Province  of 
West  Florida;  (i)  journals  of  the  Board  of  Trade;  (j)  registers 
of  sales  of  land,  registers  of  ownership  of  vessels,  letters  of  attor- 
ney, indentures  and  grants  of  lands  in  Mobile  and  Pensacola; 
(k)  registers  of  grants,  mortgages  and  leases  for  Pensacola, 
Natches,  Rivers  Amite  and  Iberville;  (1)  registers  of  patents, 
bonds,  bills  of  sale,  leases  and  re-leases,  mortgages  and  manu- 
missions; (m)  manuscript  maps  and  plans,  reports  of  explora- 
tions, giving  descriptions  of  the  flora  and  fauna  of  the  country, 
farm  products,  methods  of  agriculture,  manners,  customs  and 
fighting  strength  of  Indian  tribes,  Indian  treaties,  boundaries, 
disputes,  and  other  interesting  materials  too  numerous  to  men- 
tion. 

Such  a collection  of  well  preserved  historical  materials  of  the 
first  class  is  enough  to  arouse  all  the  enthusiasm  of  the  investi- 
gator. These  papers  are  bound  in  substantial  volumes,  chrono- 
logically arranged.  The  number  of  volumes,  date  and  contents 
of  each,  and  other  helpful  data  appears  in  the  tabulated  state- 
ment which  follows:

After  going  carefully  over  the  collection,  I decided  that  the 
most  profitable  material  for  present  purposes  is  volume  15,  War 
Office,  Secretary  of  State,  original  correspondence,  being  the 
military  papers  of  Maj.  Robert  Farmar,  and  the  volumes  entitled 
“America  and  West  Indies,”  beginning  in  1763  at  volume  252. 
This  series,  when  completed,  will  give  the  best  documentary 
history  of  the  English  occupation  which  can  be  obtained. 

I made  a contract  with  Messrs.  B.  F.  Stevens  & Brown,  4 
Trafalgar  Square,  London,  who  have  been  extensively  engaged 
for  years  in  furnishing  transcripts  of  American  historical  mate- 
rials to  the  Library  of  Congress  and  other  historical  agencies. 
They  are  to  furnish  2,500  legal  cap  pages  for  $500,  or  at  the  rate 
of  20  cents  per  page.  The  work  of  copying  is  now  in  progress 
and  the  first  installments  of  transcripts  will  begin  to  arrive  about 
November. 


French  Archives  Relating  to  Mississippi  History. 

After  concluding  my  investigations  in  London,  I proceeded  at 
once  to  Paris,  and  on  arriving  I presented  my  letters  to  Hon. 
Robert  S.  McCormick,  the  American  Ambassador  to  France,  who 
provided  me  with  letters  to  the  officials  of  the  Ministry  of  the 
Marine. 

The  historical  archives  of  France  have  been  as  carefully  col- 
lected as  those  of  England.  There  is,  however,  a difference  in 
the  manner  and  method  of  preservation.  While  the  English 
have  established  a central  repository,  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
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centrating,  in  one  place,  all  important  national  archives,  the 
French  have  allowed  the  public  records  of  the  nation  to  remain 
in  the  various  departments  of  government  in  which  they  orig- 
inated. Both  nations  have  shown  the  same  appreciation  of  the 
importance  of  preserving  and  systematizing  historical  materials 
which  contain  the  story  of  the  development  of  two  great  civili- 
zations. 

I shall  undertake  to  briefly  give  some  historical  facts  about  the 
archives  of  the  Ministry  of  the  Marine  which  were  gathered  during 
the  course  of  my  investigations,  as  these  collections  contain  the 
records  in  which  the  State  of  Mississippi  is  most  interested. 

The  custom  of  carrying  the  public  records  about  in  the  train  of 
the  King,  as  a part  of  the  royal  establishment,  seems  to  have 
generally  prevailed  in  all  European  nations.  That  method  of 
preserving  the  national  archives  prevailed  in  France  until  neces- 
sity caused  it  to  be  abandoned.  As  the  collections  accumulated 
moving  them  about  became  more  and  more  burdensome,  until 
finally  a permanent  repository  was  provided. 

We  are  indebted  to  Colbert,  the  great  Minister  of  the  Colonies, 
for  the  systematic  preservation  of  the  records  relating  to  the 
possessions  of  France  beyond  the  seas.  Under  his  administra- 
tion the  Department  of  the  Marine  was  established,  and  it  is  in 
this  department  that  the  records  relating  to  Mississippi  as  a part 
of  the  Province  of  Louisiana  are  now  preserved. 

When  Louis  XIV  established  the  royal  residence  at  Versailles 
a portion  of  the  palace  was  used  for  the  national  archives.  The 
records  of  the  Ministry  of  the  Marine,  by  the  King’s  order,  were 
transferred  from  Paris  to  Versailles  in  1764,  where  they  remained 
until  1837,  at  which  time  they  were  removed  to  Paris. 

These  priceless  archives  are  now  deposited  in  that  part  of  the 
Tuilleries  which  has  been  connected  with  the  Louvre.  It  is  well 
to  draw  this  distinction,  as  it  has  been  frequently  stated  that  the 
records  were  in  the  attic  of  the  Louvre,  which  is  not  entirely 
accurate.  The  Collection  consists  of  20,000  registers  and  4,000 
cartons,  perfectly  arranged  and  classified. 

But  it  must  not  be  imagined  that  the  preservation  of  the 
archives  of  the  Ministry  of  Marine  has  been  without  loss  or 
vicissitude.  It  has  been  reliably  stated  that  they  were  subjected 
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to  thirteen  removals  before  being  placed  in  the  present  repos- 
itory. 

Beginning  with  the  French  Revolution,  the  records  of  France 
have,  at  various  times,  been  burned  and  pillaged  by  the  Terror- 
ists and  Communards.  In  1793  the  archives  of  the  Ministry  of 
the  Marine  were  used  by  the  National  Guard  for  fuel.  On  May 
30,  1871,  the  Communards  placed  barrels  of  gunpowder  and 
petroleum  in  the  Palais  des  Tuilereis  and  set  fire  to  it  a few  days 
after,  which  resulted  in  the  almost  complete  destruction  of  the 
building  which  had  been  the  pride  of  France  since  the  days  of 
Catherine  de  Medicis.  In  1830  a dishonest  employee  sold,  for 
his  own  profit,  collections  which  are  now  found  in  libraries  and 
private  hands  throughout  France.  But  in  spite  of  all  the  vicis- 
situdes through  which  they  have  passed,  the  archives  of  France 
are  among  the  most  perfect  in  the  world. 

The  national  archives  of  France  relating  to  Louisiana  in  gen- 
eral have  been  frequently  used  by  historians  who  have  been 
investigating  the  French  occupation  of  the  Mississippi  Valley, 
and  documentary  publications  of  great  value  have  been  made 
from  the  sources  in  the  Ministry  of  the  Marine.  The  invaluable 
work  of  Pierre  Margry,  in  six  volumes,  which  was  published  by 
an  appropriation  made  by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  is 
one  of  the  most  notable  examples  of  these  publications. 

The  Dominion  of  Canada  has  shown  a most  commendable  his- 
torical spirit  in  conducting  investigations  in  and  making  tran- 
scripts from  English  and  French  archives.  This  work  has  been 
conducted  with  great  zeal  since  1883. 

These  investigations  have  revealed  many  valuable  historical 
sources  for  Mississippi.  No  investigation,  however,  has  been 
made,  previous  to  the  present  one  undertaken  by  this  De- 
partment, that  had  in  view  a systematic  and  exhaustive 
search  for  Mississippi  materials.

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(a)  Royal  charters,  proclamations,  orders,  permissions,  de- 
crees, etc.,  relating  to  the  discovery,  exploration  and  settlement 
of  the  Mississippi  Valley,  beginning  in  1678. 

(b)  Ministerial  correspondence,  letters  sent  and  letters  re- 
ceived, including  plans  and  instructions  for  the  equipment  of 
fleets  on  voyage  of  discovery,  location  of  settlements,  etc.,  etc. 

(c)  General  correspondence  of  colonial  governors  relating  to 
the  settlements  and  government  of  the  country  and  the  daily 
administration  of  affairs. 

(d)  Codes,  regulations,  lists  of  colonies,  rosters  of  troops,  offi- 
cers and  sailors. 

(e)  Civil  acts,  notarial,  judicial  and  ministerial. 

(f)  Reports  of  explorers,  traders,  trappers  and  of  military 
officers  relating  to  description  of  the  country  and  trade  with  the 
Indians. 

(g)  Papers  relating  to  the  organization  of  companies  for  the 
development  of  the  country. 

(h)  Documents  relating  to  land  grants,  trading  and  mining 
rights. 

(i)  Accounts  showing  the  sums  expended  in  the  exploration  of 
the  country. 

(j)  Papers  relating  to  the  establishment  of  Christian  missions 
in  Louisiana  by  the  Jesuits. 

(k)  Manuscripts,  maps  and  plans.

The  French  Province  of  Louisiana  covered  such  a wide  terri- 
tory that  it  is  a work  of  considerable  difficulty  to  classify  the  his- 
torical materials  relating  to  it  into  groups  which  especially  deal 
with  the  States  into  which  it  has  been  divided.  While  the  entire 
collection  is  of  the  greatest  value,  it  is  more  expedient  for  Mis- 
sissippi to  confine  itself  to  those  records  which  treat  directly  or 
indirectly  on  its  limits  as  a territory  and  a State. 

In  order  to  give  the  officials  of  the  Ministry  of  the  Marine  a 
clear  idea  of  what  was  wanted,  I submitted  the  following  instruc- 
tions: 

Paris,  France,  July  12,  1906. 

Suggestions  for  making  investigations  of  documentary  historical  ma- 
terial relative  to  the  State  of  Mississippi,  in  the  various  repositories  of 
official  archives  in  the  city  of  Paris. 
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(1)  The  investigations  should  cover  that  period  of  time  extending 
from  1699  to  1763,  or  from  the  beginning  to  the  end  of  the  French  occu- 
pation. 

(2)  Papers  in  general  relating  to  Biloxi,  Natchez,  Fort  Rosalie,  Fort 
Maurepas,  Pass  Christian,  Mobile,  Fort  St.  Louis,  Fort  Tombecbe,  'Man- 
chac,  Baton  Rouge,  Yazoo,  also  spelled  “Yasu”  and  “Yassu,”  as  well  to 
any  sort  of  settlement  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Mississippi  River  between 
31  and  35  degrees  north  latitude,  and' east  4to  the  Chattahoochie  River. 

(3)  Correspondence  of,  or  instructions  to  military  commanders,  of 
officials  of  posts  or  settlements  mentioned  in  number  (2)  above,  and  the 
correspondence  of  the  several  governors  of  Louisiana,  namely:  De  Bien- 
ville, Lamo,  the  Cadillac,  De  Vaudreuil,  De  Kerlerec,  so  far  as  that  cor- 
respondence has  to  do  with  places  in  the  territory  in  question  or  incidents 
taking  place  therein,  such  as  treaties  with  Indian  tribes,  councils  or 
talks  with  them  and  military  operations  against  the  Natchez,  Chicka- 
saws,  Choctaws,  Creeks  or  other  tribes. 

(4)  Papers  concerning  the  surrounding  Indian  tribes  in  any  way, 
such  as  the  bestowal  of  presents  and  trade  with ; purchase  of  lands  from 
the  Alibamos,  Biloxi,  Pascagoula,  Creek,  Choctaw,  Chickasaw,  Yazoo 
and  Chocchuma  Indians,  also  matters  relating  to  their  chiefs  or  head 
men. 

(5)  Documents  dealing  with  explorations  by  water  or  land,  especially 
of  such  rivers  as  the  Mississippi  from  the  mouth  to  35  degrees  north,  the 
Pearl,  Iberville,  Yazoo,  Mobile,  Tombecbe,  St.  Catherine,  Homochitto 
and  Big  Black,  also  the  coast  of  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  being  now  the  southern 
coast  of  Mississippi  and  Alabama,  also  the  interior  to  the  north  between 
the  Mississippi  River  on  the  west,  the  Chattahoochie  River  on  the  east 
and  the  35th  degree  of  latitude  on  the  north. 

(6)  Maps  of  any  part  of  the  coast  or  rivers,  posts,  forts,  settlements 
or  boundaries  of  the  territory  mentioned  in  number  (5). 

(7)  Land  grants  in  the  indicated  territory  giving  only  grantor,  grantee, 
place  situated  and  amount  granted. 

(8)  Descriptions  of  the  country  by  traders,  explorers,  hunters,  trap- 
pers, or  others  passing  through  the  territory  mentioned. 

(9)  Orders  or  proclamations  and  letters  from  the  home  government 
relative  to  the  exploration,  settlement  and  government  of  the  territory 
which  is  the  subject  of  investigation. 

(10)  Do  not  copy  documents  which  have  been  printed  or  reproduced 
by  photographic  process. 

(11)  It  is  suggested  that  all  known  repositories  having  documents 
relating  to  Louisiana  be  carefully  examined,  that  the  number  of  volumes 
and  the  subject  of  each  be  given,  that  the  documents  dealing  with  the 
territory  or  incidents  as  given  above  be  carefully  listed,  that  the  volume 
from  which  the  document  comes  be  given  so  that  when  all  available 
sources  are  exhausted  a complete  statement  shall  have  been  made  of  the 
subjects  under  consideration.  It  is  suggested  that  this  preliminary 
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report  be  prepared  as  soon  as  possible,  and  it  is  requested  that  it  be 
delivered  not  later  than  September  15th.

The  practical  application  of  these  suggestions  will  result  in  the 
collection  and  transcription  of  all  materials  in  the  French 
archives  relating  to  Mississippi. 

A complete  calendar  of  Correspondance  Generale  Louisiane 
appears  as  Appendix  No  1 of  this  report. 

Before  leaving  Paris  I contracted  for  transcripts  at  a cost  of 
S500,  which  exhausted  the  appropriation  macle  by  the  Legisla- 
ture for  that  purpose. 

I desire  in  this  connection  to  express  my  very  high  apprecia- 
tion of  the  courtesies  extended  me  by  Mr.  Hall,  of  the  Public 
Record  Office,  and  Monsieur  Tantet,  Chief  of  Archives  in  the 
Ministry  of  the  Marine.  These  scholarly  and  obliging  gentlemen 
placed  me  under  many  obligations  by  their  generous  and  helpful 
attentions. 

Spanish  Archives  Relating  to  Mississippi  History. 

After  the  investigation  of  the  English  and  French  sources  of 
Mississippi  history  it  was  found  that  the  appropriation  of  $1,000 
would  be  insufficient  to  include  transcripts  of  Spanish  archives, 
as  originally  contemplated,  hence  the  trip  to  Madrid,  Seville  and 
Simancas  was  deferred.  I am  enabled,  however,  through  the 
kind  co-operation  of  Dr.  J.  F.  Jameson,  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Historical  Research  of  the  Carnegie  Institution,  and  Dr. 
W.  R.  Shepherd,  of  Columbia  University,  to  submit  a tentative 
report  on  the  Spanish  archives  in  so  far  as  they  deal  with  Missis- 
sippi history. 
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Dr.  Shepherd,  representing  the  Carnegie  Institution,  has  made 
a careful  and  scholarly  investigation  of  the  Spanish  archives,  for 
the  purpose  of  locating  and  reporting  on  the  sources  of  American 
history  as  preserved  in  Spain.  While  in  Washington  during  the 
meeting  of  the  American  Historical  Association,  Dr  .J.  F.  Jameson, 
who  is  doing  such  good  work  in  locating  and  making  known  the 
sources  of  American  history  in  Europe,  very  courteously  con- 
sented to  request  Dr.  Shepherd  to  give  me  an  advanced  report 
of  his  work  in  so  far  as  it  related  to  Mississippi. 

It  gives  me  very  great  pleasure,  therefore,  to  acknowledge 
my  indebtedness  for  the  report  on  the  Spanish  archives  which 
follows. 

I shall  not  undertake  to  deal  with  the  history  of  the  Spanish 
archives,  as  that  field  has  been  so  well  occupied  by  Dr.  Shepherd 
in  his  paper  on  “The  Spanish  Archives  and  their  Importance  for 
the  History  of  the  United  States,”  which  appears  in  the  Publi- 
cations of  the  American  Historical  Association  for  1903,  Vol.  I, 
pages  147-183. 

It  is  sufficient  for  the  purposes  of  this  report  to  state  that  the 
great  repositories  of  Spanish  archives  relating  to  Mississippi  his- 
tory are  in  Seville,  Madrid  and  Simancas.  Seville  contains,  pos- 
sibly, the  richest  store  of  documents  in  the  collections  known  as 
the  “Archives  of  the  Indies.”  The  Mississippi  documents  are 
contained  in  these  collections,  and  were  transferred  from  Havana 
in  1887-1888.  In  this  connection  it  is  well  to  note  that  many 
records  relating  to  Mississippi  are  still  in  Havana. 

When  these  documents  were  received  at  Seville  they  were  in 
2,500  bundles  and  a rough  check  list  accompanied  them.  In 
writing  of  this  collection  Dr.  Shepherd  says:  “The  2,500  bundles 
of  which  the  collection  is  composed  lie  in  confused  heaps  about 
the  floor  of  a cellar-like  room,  where  dampness,  dust  and  moths 
are  consuming  the  papers,  and  many  of  them  are  beyond  reclaim. 
On  account  of  their  condition,  which  is  a menace  to  the  preser- 
vation of  the  papers  in  the  archives  should  they  be  brought  into 
contact  with  them,  these  ‘Cuban’  documents  are  not  supposed 
to  be  accessible  to  the  public.” 

“Of  these  2,500  bundles  of  papers  I should  say  that  1,800  or 
2,000  relate  in  some  way  or  other  to  the  history  of  Florida  and 
Louisiana  during  the  latter  part  of  the  eighteenth  century  and 
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the  early  part  of  the  nineteenth.  Here  the  English  and  French 
originals  of  the  Spanish  translations,  found  in  the  regularly 
accessible  sections  of  the  archives,  are  assembled  in  copious 
quantities;  and  more,  the  details  of  the  colonial  administration 
in  all  its  branches,  the  local  correspondence,  private  concerns, 
and  a thousand  and  one  matters  of  daily  life  are  all  buried  with 
them.  To  the  local  historian  of  any  of  the  States  that  come 
from  Spanish  Florida  and  Louisiana,  as  well  of  Kentucky  and 
Tennessee,  most  of  these  papers  are  of  great  value,  and  many  a 
nugget  in  this  unexplored  mine  of  the  Indies  is  there  also  for  the 
general  historian  of  the  United  States.” 

This  quotation  from  Dr.  Shepherd’s  report  shows  how  very 
important  it  is  that  this  interesting  source  of  Mississippi  history 
should  be  saved  before  it  is  too  late. 

A general  idea  of  the  value  of  the  collections  of  Mississippi 
historical  materials  in  Seville,  Madrid  and  Simancas  may  be 
gathered  from  the  following  lists,  which  were  prepared  by  Dr.

Methods  of  Preserving  and  Classifying  Archives. 

I was  very  much  gratified  to  find,  during  the  progress  of  my 
investigation  of  the  care  and  classification  of  archives  in  Euro- 
pean repositories,  that  the  methods  employed  were  very  similar 
to  those  which  have  been  tentatively  adopted  by  this  Depart- 
ment. I gave  careful  attention  to  such  practical  details  as  re- 
pairing, binding,  restoring,  classifying,  calendaring  and  publish- 
ing original  historical  materials,  as  carried  on  by  archivists  in 
London,  Paris,  Venice,  Florence  and  Rome.  The  study  of  their 
methods  impressed  me  with  the  fact  that  the  best  plan  can  only  be 
arrived  at  by  years  of  patient  and  laborious  effort.  Such  work 
has  been  in  progress  in  Europe  for  ages,  and  yet  there  are 
unbound,  unclassified  files  of  historical  documents  of  great  value 
in  the  best  collections  abroad. 

General  Results. 

Before  leaving  the  interesting  subject  of  English,  French  and 
Spanish  archives  relating  to  Mississippi  history,  I beg  leave  to 
say  that  my  most  sanguine  expectations  of  the  benefits  to  be 
derived  from  the  study  of  such  historical  sources  have  been  more 
than  realized.  While  the  investigations  were  conducted  through 
some  personal  sacrifice,  it  was  willingly  made  in  such  a cause. 

The  inauguration  of  such  an  undertaking,  in  the  very  infancy 
of  the  historical  work  of  the  State,  is  full  of  meaning.  It  places 
Mississippi  on  a higher  plane  and  gives  the  State  a position  of 
leadership  in  the  great  historical  movement  which,  in  time,  will 
be  taken  up  by  all  the  States  in  the  Union.  By  patient  and  per- 
sistent effort  every  document  in  European  repositories  in  which 
the  State  of  Mississippi  is  interested  may  be  transcribed,  filed 
and  finally  given  to  the  public  in  the  form  of  documentary  pub- 
lications. 

Department  During  Absence. 

Before  my  departure  for  London  I assured  the  Board  of 
Trustees  that  the  affairs  of  the  Department  would  be  properly 
administered  during  my  absence.  This  assurance,  it  gives  me 
pleasure  to  report,  was  fully  justified  by  the  admirable  manner 
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in  which  the  work  was  conducted.  During  my  absence  in  Europe 
Mrs.  Eron  O.  Gregory,  the  assistant  in  the  Department,  was  in 
charge  of  its  activities,  and  her  administration  of  its  affairs  can- 
not be  too  highly  approved.  On  my  return,  September  3d,  I 
found  the  Department  in  perfect  order,  its  collections  well  pro- 
tected, its  business  transacted  and  its  interests  advanced.  For 
these  favorable  conditions  the  assistant  is  to  be  commended,  not 
only  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  duty,  but  also  for  the  willingness 
shown  in  assuming  the  responsibilities  of  a new  position. 

Historical  Portraits. 

The  appropriation  of  $1,000  made  by  the  last  Legislature  for 
oil  portraits  of  deceased  Governors  of  Mississippi  will  enable  the 
Department  to  make  some  valuable  additions  to  the  collections 
which  are  exhibited  in  the  Hail  of  Fame.  Before  the  close  of 
the  present  year  the  entire  fund  will  have  been  used  for  the  pur- 
pose indicated.
